EXPLORATION OF OFF-SHORE OILFIELD TO BEGIN

/Report by Wg, datelined Kiel, 1 November: "Way Clear for Schwedeneck Oilfield"/ 


/Text/ The way has been cleared to the exploration of the Schwedeneck oilfield in 
Kiel Bay: The Schleswig-Holstein Land Government and the Deutsche Texaco AG/ 
Wintershall AG syndiate have finally agreed--after long and hard negotiations. The 
Land will lower the output tax rate for the costly project at the Schleswig-Holstein 
coast to 10 percent from the normal 32 percent rate. As "counterconsideration" the 
syndicate will award to firms in Schleswig-Holstein a significant share in the in- 
vestments (amounting to DM370 million) for two drilling and production platforms, 
the pipeline to the coast, a depot on land and a pipeline to the refinery in Heide 
on the west coast of Dithmarschen. Shipyards are likely to be the major recipients 
of the orders. The oil companies estimate the Schwedeneck oilfield to hold around 
2.5 million tons of recoverable crude oil.deposits: An annual output of about 
300,000 tons is planned to start at the end of 1984 or in early 1985. This would 
double Schleswig-Holstein's oil production. In addition to the prospect of more 
jobs, a beneficial aspect for the Land would be the certain continued existence of 
the Heide refinery. 


The Schwedeneck offshore project was planned to be tackled earlier. When, however, 
the output tax rate was raised overall, the syndicate pointed out that the project 
would turn out to be uneconomic at such a rate. Texaco requested generally "differ- 
entiated output taxes" to be calculated consonant with the respective exploration 
costs. Schleswig-Holstein now has given in to this request. The two drilling and 
production platforms (costing a total of more than DM100 million) are to be given 
fixed locations about km off the Baltic resort town Damp on the estuary of Eckern- 
foerder Bay. In consideration of the beaches along the coast, the oil will be land- 
ed by pipeline rather than loaded onto tankers at sea. The sludge resulting from 
drilling will be taken to land by ships and dumped at disposal sites. At a later 
date production is to be controlled by automation from the land side, so that there 
will be no personnel at all on the platforn.

ECONOMICS MINISTRY PREDICTS STAGNATION FOR 1983 
Duesseldorf HANDELSBLATT in German 18 Oct 82 p 4 


Report by uhl, datelined Bonn, 16/17 October 1982: "1983 Business Outlook Foresees 
TReal Stagnation'"7 


/Text/ According to the latest forecasts by the inter-ministerial study group 
"Total Economic Estimates," 1983 will not bring real economic growth. A 1 percent 
decline is expected for 1982 (see table). 


State Secretary Otto Schlecht explains this decline in Bonn's expectations for 1983 
to "real stagnation" mainly by the unexpected but evident collapse of output and de- 
mand in the second quarter 1982. There has also been a temporary rise in interest 
rates, internal political discussion and Atlantic irritation. 


The recessive development continued in the third quarter, accompanied by a real drop 
in demand and a worsening of the economic climate. While levels will probably be 
maintained in the fourth quarter, they are still likely to decline "to around 2 per- 
cent’ in contrast to the 1982 average of 1 percent. As a result starting conditions 
for next year will be depressed. The zero growth for 1983 forecast actually hides 
a rise above the zero line to up to + 2 percent by the end of that year. 


At the same time, though, Schlecht emphasizes that "pretty much the best’ to be ex- 
pected" for the average of 1983 is a range from - 1 percent to + 1 percent. No 
serious forecast is thus possible at the present time. In any case the latest sta- 
tistical data available do not go beyond August. 


In the past 12 months the tribe of forecasters has been "very much mistaken." In- 
deed, "all over the world" it has proved to be an illusion to expect that the tradi- 
tional business cycle could restart. The "washboard" development of the economy has 
now lasted for 2 years. However, the German economy has scored significant advances 
in "being able to sweat it out" with respect to the phenomena of structural consoli- 
dation and the adjustment crisis. 


Still, average unemployment will rise from 1.85 million this year to 2.3-2.4 million 


in 1983. No stabiliziation of employment may be expected before the end of the year. 
Due to the probable "increase in short-time work," working hours are "in fact likely 
to decline somewhat." 





Further economic development will hinge largely on the reception by business of the 
"adjustments" planned by the new government. Schlecht is relatively optimistic at 
least as concerns housing construction, 


As for world trade, the Federal Ministry for Economics expects no more than growth 
"slightly above zero" for 1983 also. No revival is foreseen for the industrial 
countries, nor is much impetus to be expected from the OPEC countries. Real total 
exports, therefore, will be "very weak" and are expected to rise by barely 1 percent. 


The bonn forecast is also based on a further decline in interest rates with the cor- 
responding favorable effects on investments and reduced savings. The drop in inte- 
rest rates is likely to affect the interest paid on savings. 


With respect to real investments, the ministry expects a “slightly favorable" change, 
with regard to real consumption "probably another negative change" and for public 
consumption again a "slightly positive" change. The external contribution, too, will 
be "somewhat better." 


Concerning total incomes, the rise of total gross wages and salaries paid is esti- 
mated as 2-2.5 percent next year (compared with 2.5 percent this year),while that of 
income per employee is likely to deéline from 4.pere¢ent this-year to 3.5 percent in 
1983. Next year gross income. from entrepreneurial~ attivity and property will pro- 
bably show a rise similar to this year's, that is about 5-6 percent. 


The Ministry for Economics is reluctant to venture a guess in terms of quantity how 
the almost 50 percent drop in nominal economic growth and total gross wages and 
salaries paid by comparison to the last tax estimate (issued in June) will affect 
the next tax estimate on 25/26 October. 


The traditional tax elasticity has not worked in the past 2 years. The short-term 
link between total economic development: and tax yield no longer exists. This applies 
most of all to profit-related taxes and--due to export trends--to turnover taxes. 
Also to be taken into account are special circumstances with regard to collection 
procedures applying to the various values for tax purposes.

ARMS INDUSTRY HIT BY STAGNATION, SEEKS EXPORT MARKETS 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 28 Oct 82 p 16 
/Text/ Rheinmetall Berlin AG, Duesseldorf. 


This firm also feels the impact of federal budget cuts with regards to arms produc- 
tion. As the producer of barrel weapons and accessories (tank turrets) and the ap- 
propriate ammunition, Rheinmetall is almost entirely dependent on army orders. It 
is also capable of participating in the major projects of the air force and the navy. 
"We are now in a genuine stagnation," said executive board member Frank Baer in 
Munich, referring to the arms procurement programs. At DM900 million, Rheinmetall 
derives more than a third of totai corporate sales (DM2.4 billion) from its arms de- 
partments. Excluding the new subsidiary, Wuerttenbergische Metallwarenfabrik (WMF) 
of Geislingen--still subject to an anti-trust hearing at the Berlin Court of Appeal-- 
the percentage would be even higher. WMF is already fully consolidated within the 
Rheinmetall group that is part of the Roechling section. 


This year Rheinmetall has temporarily closed a factory in Duesseldorf. This had em- 
ployed 600 of the total of about 4,500 personnel engaged in the production of light 
armored vehicles (the corporation has an overall total of about 16,000 employees). 
Other programs, on the other hand, continue to run smoothly. The Duesseldorf firm 
is involved mainly in the army's major project, the Leopard 2, as the supplier of 
the entire turret system including the 120-mm cannon and the appropriate ammunition. 
For the coming years Rheinmetall hopes for a stabilizing employment effect from the 
mass production of a new tank gun. This is likely to begin in 2-3 years. Its price 
is currently estimated at about DM3 million each. For this international project 
(Britain, Italy, FRG), Rheinmetall is the sole general contractor for all the na- 
tions involved--a first. Rheinmetall does not think there is a project anywhere in 
the Western world to compare with this armored and tracked vehicle. The production 
planned is for 800-1,000. 


In the rather narrow sector of weapons exports, Rheinmetall hopes for Spanish and 
Swiss interest in Leopard 2. On the other hand it is feared that a Malaysian order 
for delivery of 14 wheeled armored vehicles will, for political reasons, fail to 
materialize after all. Frank Baer thinks that this joint project with Thyssen in- 
volves more than the DM300 million vatue of the Malaysian order (which would yield 
Rheinmetall just under half the total amount). Failure to land the order might 
also block access to a new export market that, according to Baer, would offer the 
prospect of orders far in excess of DMl billion. The firm also fears that such ne- 
gative examples might altogether destroy the interest of other potential customers 
for German arms.

STOLTENBERG'S 3UDGET PROPOSALS JUDGED UNTENABLE

[Text/ The 1983 budget, hastily enacted by the Kohl Cabinet, 
is unlikely to hold up. Labor Minister Bluem is concealing 
serious problems. 


The Federal Chancellor insisted on speed. At last Wednesday's Cabinet meeting, 
Helmut Kohl decreed that the discussion on the 1983 budget must not be allowed to 
begin with Adam and Eve. 


The matter was urgent, Kohl said admonishingly: The new budget must be submitted to 
Parliament at the time stipulated. Moreover, Kohl had an appointment to meet with 
former U.S.President Jimmy Carter at 17.00 hours. 


Kohl was able to keep his appointment. Following 6 hours of discussions, the Cabi- 
net adopted the budget proposal. The ministers took all of 20 minutes to deal with 
the complex and fateful social resolutions. 


Labor Minister Norbert Bluem no longer defended himself against the numerous cuts 

in his budget. He reported, allowed himself to be praised by the boss, and the mat- 
ter was settled. One cabinet member commented: "He held out his neck for the 
slaughter." 


Next day the government was in a hurry too. Without any data to hand about the 
complex financial operations decided by the ministers, the deputies of the CDU/CSU 
fraction were compelled blindly to introduce the ancillary legislation. Not until 
the fraction meeting did the deputies receive the Finance Minister's press statement. 


Following a few timid protests, the Union fraction finally decided on the legislatim 
it knew only by hearsay. Some deputies suspected that the ruckus about the budget 
was still to come. The hastily cobbled draft contains plenty of explosive material. 


True, Bluem still acts as if he were the savior of the pensions. If everything 
works out well, he will barely keep afloat the pension insurance institutes in 1983. 
Even so, reserves will drop to 1.2 months' expenditures by October next year. 


Employees, pensioners and unemployed must pay the price of Bluem's work of salvation. 
Despite earlier promises, the right coalition is increasing social security and un- 
employment contributions more than planned. 











Bluem is not making much of an effort to explain the consequences. He is, for ex- 
ample, easing the burden on unemployment insurance by billions simply by drastically 
cutting pension insurance contributions for the unemployed, short-time workers and 
recipients of bad weather subsidies. This is not supposed to have any effect on: the 
future retirement pensions of the unemployed. 


At the same time, though, the Labor Minister announced that he would "reorganize the 
evaluation of periods of idleness" after the election on March 6. This can only 
mean on thing: Unemployment, training and other periods without contributions will 
in future be assessed much lower for setting pensions. The longer a person is out 
of a job or works short hours, the less pension he or she will receive when the time 
comes. 


The situation is similar for sickness pay. As the pension insurance fund is short 
of money, it will, in 1983, pay roughly DM1.2 billion less to the health insurance 
fund as contribution for pensioners. However, from 1984 on the health insurance 
funds will be permitted to deduct a contribution to the pension insurance fund from 
people who are sick for more than 6 weeks. This amounts to a hidden rise in contri- 
butions that is also to be legalized post facto. 


Aside from Bluem, Finance Minister Gerhard Stoltenberg too wili have his work cut 
out to defend his budget draft to his followers. FDP budg2t expert Klaus Gaertner 
says derisively: ''They ought to occupy the parliamentary archives so that nobody may 
be able to look at their earlier speeches." 


All that is left of the cuts announced earlier is a (questionable) amount of DM5.6 
billion, and it is certain that nothing like this amount will actually be saved by 
the end of the year. The Finance Minister cautiously inserted 20 percent of this 
amount as overall expenditure cuts. 


Stoltenberg plans to save another DM750 million of civil service pay and standard 
wage negotiations for the public service. Unfortunately, up to now the new govern- 
ment has merely shown that it is having just as hard a time as the old one when 
trying to put a ceiling on civil service rights. 


Two weeks ago, for example, Stoltenberg gaily proposed to the Cabinet to require 
civil servants to pay an additional contribution to sickness costs in the amount of 
DM150-600 and to agree to a cut in overtime payments. All ministers boldly raised 
their hands in assent, including Friedrich Zimmer, the minister responsible for the 
civil service. 


When he got back to his Interior Ministry, the civil service experts explained to 
their boss that none of this was feasible. The formal provisions had not bee obser- 
ved, and the decisions were not sociel. 


The proposals lasted just 1 week. Last Wednesday the ministers took back everything. 
The new cabinet resolution includes nothing but non-binding statements of intent. 


In their hurry the ministers also adopted decisions that will have no effect whatso- 
ever. The Finance Minister, for instance, plans to save DM100 million by cutting 
down on language lessons for unemployed immigrants from the Eastern Bloc. In future 











those wishing to study German will receive or.ly 58 percent instead of 68 percent of 

their net incomes while taking the courses. The consequence: Immigrants will avoid 
the instruction courses and rather register as unemployed; in that case they retain 

their 68 percent. 


The Cabinet also discovered that the Bundesbank has serious reservations with regard 
to an essential item in the budget resolutions. President Karl Otto Kohl considers 
sheer poison in the present recession the planned increase in the value-added tax 
intended to finance investment incentives. 


Pohl reiterated his argument that many firms would be unable to pass on the tax in- 
crease by raising prices. This is bound to cut in on profit margins, a definitely 
undesirable effect. Pohl told the Cabinet that he opposes a higher value-added tax 
even if the yield were to be returned to wage and salary earners by a reform of the 
wage and income tax. 


Economics Minister Otto Graf Lambsdorff scented the danger and managed to deflect 
the impending dispute at least for the time being. The count said that Poehl's 
words implied a fundamental change of opinion by the Bundesbank with respect to the 
value-added tax. This, though, was a subject that could not be dealt with in pass- 
ing, at the margin of budget discussions; it would have’:to wait for a more suitable 
occasion. 


Lambsdorff did well to adjourn the discussion. Should Poehl's view turn out to be 
correct, ir other words if the rise in the value-added tax were to exacerbate the 
recession, Stoltenberg's budget is bound to fall just as short as that of his pre- 
decessors. 


One budget appropriation, though, would come out correct even then. On Bluem's sug- 
gestion the Cabinet decided to rzise from DM5,000 to DM20,000 the penalty for physi- 
cians who provide unjustified medical certificates to employees wishing to take some 
days off. The appropriate cabinet proposal keeps well within the spirit of budget 
truthfulness and budget clarity by stating: "Additional receipts: None."

MINISTERS ' COUNCIL PREPARES MEASURES TO BOOST EXPORTS

ftext/ The government is actively preparing a series of measures to raise 
exports to the maximum. To be sure, there is no question of revising the 
overall system of assistance to exporting firms. But on a case-by-case 
basis incentives will be improved. The tax on certain general eosts will 
be reduced in proportion to the export turnover. Development insurance 
will be expanded. Banks will receive instructions to favor exporters to 
the utmost. 


Administrative channels will be simplified to the maximum. For small and 
medium enterprises, reorganization of the CFCE [French Center for Foreign 
Commerce/ should, it is hoped, contribute to better adapted support. Hence- 
forth the CFCE is divided into branches according to product. Its person- 
nel will thus be able to acquire specialized knowledge which will be highly 
useful in contacts with'‘small' and medium enterprises. 


Concerning agencies to promote economic expansion abroad, M Michel Jobert 
was quite severe towards some of them which are "napping." The problem is 
to reduce their number in favor of those which are diligent in fulfilling 
their task. 


At all events, the INSEE {National Institute for Statistics and Economic 
Studies/, by publishing figures for the second quarter of 1982, has just 
confirmed the extreme urgency of the situation on the foreign trade front. 
Since the third quarter of 1981 exports have fallen by 4 percent in volume. 


Concurrently, the ability of French products to meet foreign competition on 
the domestic market declined in the second quarter. The drop was "very 
sharp" according to INSEE. 


In spite of that decline, total demand remained "quasi-stationary" thanks 

to the "firmness of domestic demand."" Overall production rose by 1.2 per- 
cent (1.4 percent for industrial products). Household consumption increased 
in volume by 0.7 percent in the second quarter, following a 1.7 percent rise 
in the first quarter. 














In the same period, INSEE points out, disposable household purchasing power 
rose by 0.6 percent. Finally, we note that the rise in wage costs per unit 
of production, though "high" for the first three months of the year (5.2 
percent), returned to a moderate figure in the second quarter (0.9 percent) 
thanks to "strong gains in productivity."

TAX REDUCTION, DEDUCTION FOR RESEARCH TO AID EXPORTS, INNOVATION

frext/ Budget minister Laurent Fabius yesterday presented to the National 
Assembly the three complements to the proposed 1983 budget, particularly 
favoring exports and research, which he had promised on Saturday. 


As a first measure, the tax on certain general costs, initiated at the rate 
of 30 percent by the 1982 budget, will be reduced in proportion to export 
turnover, as indicated by a budget ministry announcement. According to the 
text, this measure "should constitute a considerable encouragement" to ex- 
ports. 


Further, enterprises wiil henceforth be able to deduct from their taxes 25 
percent of the increase in their research expenditures. According to the 
minister, this deduction "cxemplifies the determination to stimulate re- 
search, particularly by small and medium firms," and reflects the "concern" 
to convert subsidies into cost reductions "whenever possible." 


These two measures are applicable as of 1 January, and will have no effect 
on state revenues until 1984, nor will their cost weigh on the 1983 budget, 
as the ministry points out. 


Finally, M Fabius has decided, as of next year, to require both spouses to 
sign joint household tax returns. The announcement points out that dual 
signatures, now optional, will permit "clear indication of the joint res- 
ponsibility of spouses," and "modernization" of French tax legislation.

SHIPYARD REORGANIZATION CONTINUES--The broad maneuvers preliminary to re- 
organization of the La Seyne, La Ciotat, and Dunkirk shipyards are giving 
rise to various movements. Thus at La Seyne-sur-Mer, Var, CNIM /Mediterra- 
nean Naval and Industrial Construction/ thas just absorbed CIEL /Coastal In- 
dustrial Electric Co./ which belongs to the Herlicq group. CIEL, which is 

a favored subcontractor for CNIM (same owner), has 700 employees including 
engineers and highly skilled electronics workers. Will CIEL be integrated 
in the CNIM industrial sector, that is, that of "on-land" diversification, 
or will it step up to the nationalized shipbuilding sector with the regroup- 
ing? CNIM's top management is very careful not to give an immediate answer, 
but it has already made known its intention, as soon as the procedure for 
the shipyard reorganization is known, to separate the industrial and shi 
building activities. In other words, it means to save for the Herlich /sic/ 
group everything which is "sound" and constitutes anvexpert-oriented market, 
in which CIEL shares (imarine electronics, nuclear engineering, desaliniza- 
tion plants, escalators, reprocessing plants, heating plants, etc.), and 
leave the shipbuilding sector, for which the end of the world crisis is not 
yet in sight, to the nationalized bloc. Trade unions, especially the CFDT 
and CGT, are showing particular anxiety over the trend of events. [text/

AKEL CLARIFIES TYPE OF NEEDED COOPERATION WITH GREECE

{[Text/7 On 8 September, I SIMERINI wrote the following in a discreet manner: “These 
columns are of the opinion that the Greek premier cannot and must not remain totally 
unconcerned with the developments in Cyprus. He must intervene before it is too 
late." The far Right, that is, calls upon the Greek premier to intervene in 
Cyprus--in our internal affairs, in other words. This theme has started and has 
been repeated constantly ever since Andreas Papandreou came to Cyprus. On the 

one hand he ig asked to intervene, and on the other he is asked to call to a 

mee in Athens all political leaders in Cyprus and to sabotage the democratic 
AKEL-/Hamocratic Party) DIKO cooperation which is but a clearly internal Cypriot 
development. ALI wrote on this subject on 1) September 1982s “As we pointed 
out in our article yesterday, Athens is facing serious problems which spring from 
the question: With whom will Athens cooperate and whom will it support? With 

those who disagree with it and who represent AKEL's strategy (and its anti-Western 
hysteria) or with the non-AKEL majority of hellenics in Cyprus?" Papandreou is 
openly being asked to attack the democratic cooperation, to split the Greek Cypriots 
ideologically (pro or anti-AKEL), and to protect the West from the people's 
justified anti-Western feelings. As concerns the policy preferred by the majority 
of our people this has been made plain several times in the past by their vwte. 


What is it then that the far Right is asking of Greece? It asks that the independent 
state /of Cyprus/ be replaced and supplanted. Because what else can happen if 
Greece listens to its recommendations? What do the aforementioned mean and what 

is the meaning of the aired views that Greece dictate the foreign policy of Cyprus, 
that Greece should decide and plan the defense policy of Cyprus and other similar 
matters? 


If followed, such policy will lead us to the old position held by the far Right 

that the Cyprus issue should be solved between Greece and Turkey and that since 

both are NATO members the issue should be solved within a “friendly, allied frame- - 
work." But only one solution is desirable within such a framework: a double union 
which will transform Cyprus into a nuclear Natoist base and an American protectorate. 
Such a solution would mean the abolition of the independent Cypriot state—and 

this is the firm goal of the American imperialism which the Cypriot far Right 

serves consistently. It is this goal that the far Right is asking Papandreou's 
Greece to achieve. 
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The main weapon of our struggle for an independent, integral, non-aligned, sovereign, 
demilitarized, federated Cyprus is an independent--albeit mtilated--Cypriot state. 
It is this state and its people that the far Right which aspires to win the coming 
presidential election is ready to abolish as independent entities. Why, then, is 

it asking for the people's vote? 


It is very likely that the "nationalists" may accuse us of not liking Greece. If 
they want Greece to be the governor of a “Cypriot nomarchy” then we are certain 
that the first to disagree with such a notion is the Greek people themselves. For 
Athens to undertake the governing of our country would mean abolition of our 
struggle because, in addition to what we mentioned above about the axistence of 
the Cypriot state, no one will guarantee us that we will be saved if we place our 
fate entirely in the hands of Athens, since Papandredu may not be the premier 
tomorrow but some Kolias, for example, and since Athens itself is not feeling 
secure against the Turks even within the framework of the Atlantic alliance. 


We want Greece to assist and support us in our struggle. Besides, this is Greece's 
obligation which derives not only from our common national origin but also from 
the responsibility it assumed until now in the Cyprus problem. But we cannot 

give any government, even the Greek government, discretionary powers as concerns 
our problem. Because who will guarantee us that some day in the future some 

Greek government will not consider the Cyprus issue a secondary one? Secondary to 
the Aegean issue, let us say. And what will happen in such a case? For us the 
Cyprus question is a matter of life and death and for this reason only the Cypriot 
people are the most qualified to decide. And our people believe that the Cypriot 
state is the only weapon in their struggle. They have confirmed this belief 
repeatedly through their wote. Our people elect a government to govern this state 
-and at this moment this state is governed by Kyprianou whether the Cypriot far 
Right likes it or not. This government which represents the majority of the 
Cypriot people will again be reelected in February 1983. This government and the 
patriotic and democratic forces of the people in general consider indispensable 

the cooperation with the Greek government, the Greek political world and the people 
of Greece; a cooperation which will help both people--and especially ours--to rid 
themselves of foreign occupation, suzserainty and forsign presence in general; a 
cooperation which will promote, not the involuntary submission to imperialism as 
the far Right desires, but the freedom and independence of our state and people. 

We shall achieve this goal through our own struggle, Greek support and international 
solidarity.

POLICY RESULTING FROM CDU CSU; FDP COALITION TALKS PUBLISHED 
Duesseldorf HANDELSBLATT in German 29 Sep 82 pp 3, 4 
[Article: '"'Higher Income People’ Are Asked To Pay"] 


[Text] Duesseldorf--At this hour nobody knows whether 
there will be a Federal Government headed by Kohl/Genscher. 
Furthermore, nobody knows what the government program is 
going to be of such a government. To date the public has 
only been introduced to the result of the coalition talks 
between the negotiation commissions of the three parties, 
the CDU, CSU and FDP. This concept, however, has yet to 
be approved by the parliamentary groups. Consequently 
changes are still possible. Below the HANDELSBLATT is 
publishing the text of the agreement between the negotia- 
tion commissions. 


I. Federal budget for 1983: 


The 1983 Federal budget is to be revised on the basis of the coalition nego- 


tiations and the resolutions of the new Federal Government, and it is to be 
introduced in the Bundestag at the earliest possible date by the Federal 
Government and the coalition parliamentary groups. At that point in time 
the old budget draft will be withdrawn. The Federal budget is to be adopt- 
ed in December 1983. 


Accompanying laws: 


On the basis of the coalition agreements and the resolutions of the new 
Federal Government, necessary changes and additions are to be introduced in 
Bundestag committees by the coalition parliamentary groups. The intention 
is to combine the accompanying laws into one law. 


II. Tax changes 
Existing government resolutions that will be dropped are the intended regu- 
lations for company pensions and income splitting for married couples. Be- 


ginning with 1 January 1984, income splitting for married couples is to be 
changed to income splitting for families without additional cost. 
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A l-percent increase in the value-added tax will be adopted, effective 

1 July 1983. The yield (1983 gross cash receipts will add DM 2.2 billion 
to Federal revenues) will be used for improving the framework conditions 
for investments, particularly for the middle class, beginning with 1 Janu- 
ary 1983. In this connection, the estimated tax rate for farmers has been 
increased from 7.5 to 8 percent. 


The following individual items were agreed upon: 


1. The promotion of private ssing construction by permitting interest 
deductions for new homes. 


2. Tax relief for the take-over of insolvent enterprises of those in danger 
of becoming insolvent. 


3. Promotion of new establishments, including advisory consultations. 
4, Limit on the inclusion of interests on long-term debts in taxes on 
trade returns and on the inclusion of long-term debts in capital taxes on 


trades, providing fiscal adjustments for communities (excise tax levies or 
increases in the income tax proportion). 


5. Beginning with 1 January 1984, further relief for stimulating investment 
activities is to be financed from additional value-added tax revenues. 


6. Investment aid: In 1983 and 1984, people with a taxable income in ex- 
cess of DM 50,000/100,000 have to make compulsory loan payments amounting to 
5 percent of their tax liabilities. Exempt from this requirer t are tax- 
payers who invest five times the amount of the loan in their own business. 
The loans bear no interest and are to be repaid between the years of 1987 
and 1989, but not earlier than 3 years after payment. 


The loan is intended to be used for the promotion of subsidized housing con- 
struction (apartments and houses), that is 


--for a building and loan and interim financing program, 


--for a program promoting the construction of apartment units in heavily 
populated areas and 


--for a program promoting ownership of apartment units. 
7. The government statement contains the following medium-term tasks: 
--a significant reduction of structural deficits. 


--additional reforms in the tax system to promote investments and employment 
as well as 


--a reduction in the total tax burden and levies on industry and workers. 
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IIL. Proposals for dealing with pending legal procedures in housing policies 
l. The law affecting farmland is to be withdrawn. 


2. Deliberations with FRG Laender on the tax law concerning the acquisition 
of land (draft by the Bundesrat) will be concluded as soon as possible after 
a vote has been taken. | 


3. It is assumed that the rent control law will not pass in the Bundesrat. 
The rent control law will be dropped. 


4. It is assumed that the 1981 law concerning changes in rental agreements 
will not pass in the Bundesrat. The parliamentary groups of the coalition 
will immediately propose a new law on changes in rental agreements. The 
basis is the first draft with the following changes: 


a. Approval of graduated rents, also on a long-term basis. 


b. For term rental agreements a deformalized regulation will be adopted 
according to the proposal by the intermediary committee. 


c. The extension of the period required for notices will be dropped when 
the property is needed in cases of conversion. 


d. In cases of conversion the legal right of first refusal will be elimi- 
nated. 


e. The concept of comparable rents will be based on the data of the preced- 
ing 3 years. 


f. As proof for comparable rents it is admissible to use for the comparison 
items from one's own holdings. 


g. The regulation concerning tolerance will be revised with the goal of 
objectifying the test of tolerance levels more clearly. 


h. The law for giving notice in cases of single-family and two-family homes 
will be adapted to the regulation applying to rental units in detached homes 
(It is possible that a new law will be adopted later). 


5. It is assumed that the draft for a preferential uniform assessment will 
not pass in the Bundesrat. This law will be dropped. There is agreement 
that an altogether new assessment of all properties must be carried out. 
For rental properties, the procedure based on profitability is to be re- 
tained. 


Reductions in the Federal budget 
On the basis of the fiscal framework of the accompanying law (DM 8.5 billion), 


the 1983 Federal budget is to be cut by at least DM 5 billion, by reducing 
legal obligations and subsidies. In addition, reductions are to be made for 
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Laender and local communities. Since the projected increase in revenues 
will not materialize on the basis of the new regulation for company pensions 
and income splitting for married couples, the Federal budget needs a combi- 
‘nation of savings yielding DM 5.5 billion. 


The following has been agreed upon: 


--Direct subsidies--cuts amounting to DM 500 million. Details are to be 
prepared in separate proposals. 


--Public service: The pay for civil servants in 1983 will be tentatively 
regulated in 1982 through a Federal law. A political declaration will es- 
tablish the framework for the two following years. The total financial 
framework for the public service will be established at a 2-percent increase 
for 1983 (in addition there is a 1.5-percent raise as a result of legal 
regulations and wage agreements, effective 1 January 1983). In view of the 
targeted actual equalization of civil servants, white-collar and blue-collar 
workers, the date when the 1982 Civil Service Pay Law is to go into effect 
has been moved up 1 month. Beyond this framework, added expenditures for 
1983 will essentially lead to the elimination of vacated positions in the 
respective areas. 





Current cuts in the 1983 Federal budget are only the beginning. Needed are 
savings of at least DM 700 million. In this connection, socially graduated 
self-participation in assistance programs by civil servants is to be con- 
sidered, following the example of several FRG Laender. 


V. New principles in social policies 





1. The contributions of the FRG Agency for Labor are calculated 


a. for old-age insurance according to the outlays for unemployment compensa- 
tion, 


b. for health insurance based on 100 percent of gross wages. 


As a result, compared to.earlier calculations by the Federal Government, 
there are no changes for the Federal budget. 


2. A regulation is to be inserted in the social code (general part), ac- 
cording to which a temporary voluntary waiver of social benefits will not 
affect the principal and restorable legal claim. 


3. Beginning with 1 January 1984, contributions to old-age pensions will 
remain at 18.5 percent. 


4. Adjustments for benefits in all areas (old-age insurance, accident 
insurance, benefits for war victims, agricultural old-age funds, equaliza- 
tion of burdens) will be postponed from 1 January 1983 to 1 July 1983. The 
adjustment rate will remain at 5.6 percent. 
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The postponement of pay increases will have corresponding results for civil 
service pensions. The respite in pension adjustments will guarantee an 
additional reduction in 1983 Federal subsidies of about DM 1.7 billion, com- 
pared to the resolution of the former Federal Government, which means a 
total savings of DM 3 billion. It is also possible that this amount can in 
part be raised within the framework of the Federal Agency for Labor. 


5. Beginning with 1 July, there will also be a l-percent health-insurance- 
contribution levy for retired persons. 


6. The flexible age limit is to be lowered to 60; insurance benefits will 
be calculated at a lower rate. 


The effective date will be established after examining the effects on the 
current financial situation of old-age insurance. 


For white- and blue-collar workers in the public sector it is taken for 
granted that no supplemental benefits will be claimed. Current regulations 
for civil servants remain intact. 


7. The goal is still w base pensions on contributions, strive for reliev- 
ing old-age insurance from providing other benefits and establish new prin- 
ciples for Federal subsidies. 


8. Personal participation in cases of hospitalization is extended to 14 
days, children under 18 are exempt. Discussions are to be introduced, de- 
termining whether vacation leave can replace all or part of the scheduled 
self-participation in cases of visits to spas. It is imperative that a 
transparency be established when it comes to the payment of insurance bene- 
fits from the social health insurance fund. Greater use is to be made of 
the company doctor (article 369 b of the National Health Insurance Ordi- 
nance). The company doctor is to be informed of every case of sickness. 





Within the framework of talks on the reduction of financing miscellaneous 
items, agreements are to be made with the Laender on transferring the respon- 
Sibilities for financing hospitalization and for providing appropriate legis- 
lation. 


Lowering the risks in nursing care and increasing home care instead of ad- 
missions to hospitals is to be a long-term goal. The list of benefits pro- 
vided by legal health insurance agencies must be relieved of benefits for 
trifling and luxury medication. There will be fines for false medical cer- 
tificates. 


9. Social aid 


The limit on the rate of increases for aid in the cost of living (3 percent 
beginning with 1 January 1983), which was adopted at the end of 1981, will 
be postponed until 1 July 1983 in accordance with the regulation for the 
public sector and it will be established at 2 percent. Measures for future 
adjustments will be revised during the course of the year of 1983. 
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Allowing for a legal competence of Laender in the planning of needs in the 
home, to be effective on 1 January 1983. The goal is a reduction in sta- 
tionary costs by providing ambulatory social aid. 


10. Employment Promotion Law 


The rate of contributions remains at 4.5 percent. According to the agree- 
ment there is to be greater variation with respect to the period covered by 
unemployment benefits reflecting the period of contributions, with the goal 
of saving approximately DM 500 million, when compared to current regulations. 
The percentages for unemployment benefits and unemployment assistance will 
remain unchanged. The promotional regulations concerning measures of re- 
habilitation and promoting employment are to be revised, effective 1 January 
1983. Savings for 1983, when compared to existing regulations: DM 500 mil- 
lion. 


ll. Child allowance 


Beginning with 1 January 1983, child allowance will be reduced to DM 80 for 
the second child (by DM 20), to DM 150 for the third child and each addi- 
tional child (by DM 70), beginning with a net income of DM 42,000 annually 
for married couples with two childrens, and the limit will increase by DM 
7,800 for each additional child. Savings for the 1983 Federal budget: DM 
1,3 billion. 


12. Students--—Federal Law for the Advancement of Education 


Benefits for public-school students under the federal Law for the Advancement 
of Education will be retained only if distances are excessive. The new regu- 
lation will be effective with the school year of 1983/1984. For university 
students grants will be changed to loans and repayment terms will be newly 
formulated. The new regulation will take effect with the start of the winter 
semester 1983/1984. Savings for the 1983 Federal budget: DM 200 million. 


In this connection, educational grants will be cut in half beginning with 

1 January 1984. Child care benefits will be examined with the goal in mind 
of doing away with the proof of use through the payment of lump sums and 
lowering the amount in connection with the introduction of family income 
splitting. 


With respect to housing assistance, structural reforms have been agreed upon. 
They will take effect on 1 January 1983 and concern, in particular, a clari- 
fication of the concept of income or a linear cut. Savings for the 1983 
Federal budget: DM 100 million. Total savings planned for 1983 will amount 
to DM 5.3 billion. Proposals for additional cuts of at least DM 200 million 
will be presented during budget discussions. In case additional funds are 
needed by certain departments for indispensable items, decisions will be 
made during the course of 1983 and in connection with an amended budget. 
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VI. Plans for the promotion of investments and employment and far-reaching 
tasks 


The revision of the 1983 Federal budget is based on the intention to in- 
crease Federal funds for important community tasks (promotion of regional 
industries, agrarian structure, higher education facilities) as well as for 
other important community projects (hospital financing, renovation of cit- 
ies). The Federal Government will make a fair offer to FRG Laender to 
equalize child allowance payments and the redistribution of turnover taxes. 


The Federal program for the establishment of businesses wil’! be improved 
substantially. The new terms will take effect on 1 January 1983. The in- 
tention is to establish an agreement with FRG Laender for the harmonization 
and concentration of the promotion. 


Following the Bundestag election, a draft will be presented to promote the 
formation of capital among employees. 


In spring of 1983, proposals are to be adopted for restructuring the Federal 
budget and increasing the investment quota and also for reducing structural 
deficits; the effect is to be felt as early as 1 September 1983, putting an 
additional limit on the deficit of the Federal budget. 


In principle, there is a willingness to adopt the Statistics Adjustment Law 
based on the Bundesrat draft at the earliest date possible. 


Domestic and Judicial Policies 
A. Policies affecting foreigners 


Domestic and judicial policies in our democracy guarantee the preservation 
and expansion of freedom for all citizens. In the FRG foreigners and their 
families have been living among us for many years. Their integration re- 
mains an important task for our domestic policy. In the process, their cul- 
tural independence is to be respected. 


The Federal Government, Laender and local communities are asked to counter- 
act social isolation and the formation of ghettos in the cities. German 
schools are to increase their instruction in the German language but also 
offer instruction in native tongues. Measures for the development of occu- 
pational qualifications are to be continued. 


The Federal Government will immediately adopt a number of measures that will 
serve as an incentive to foreigners to return home. The willingness of for- 
eigners to return home is to be promoted through a satisfactory offer of 
benefits. Under consideration, above all, are the following measures. 


--Capitalization of unemployment compensation; 


--simplified reimbursement of contributions to the legal old-age insurance 
plan to be made to foreig..ers who are willing to return home; 
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--other measures to promote the reunification of families, including the 
capitalization of child allowances for a specified period of time. 


These benefits are to be limited to a specified period of time to guarantee 
the effect of the incentive. 


Of particular importance are measures of economic aid that are targeted, in 
particular, within the framework of development aid policies. 


The FRG is not an immigration country. Consequently, all humanly respect- 
able measures are to be used to prevent the influx of foreigners. 


a. The recruitment ban is to continue. 
b. Illegal arrivals and hirings are to be prevented. 


c. As a matter of principle, a stay for training and studies must not lead 
to permanent residence. 


d. Within the framework of the European Community, efforts must be made to 
prevent the association agreement from being used as an opening for addi- 
tional arrivals. Negotiations with Turkey on limitations to the association 
agreement are to be continued immediately. 


The abuse of the right to asylum must be countered effectively. Additional 
measures are necessary to accomplish it, particularly: 


--As a matter of principle, applicants for asylum will not receive a work 
permit for the duration of their asylum procedures. Special regulations are 
to be established for applicants for asylum who come from East European coun- 
tries. 


--Social aid is to be provided in the form of goods. 


The Federal Government will establish a commission of representatives from 
the Federal Go: ernment, the Laender and local communities to deal with ques- 
tions concerning policies for foreigners. The commission will submit its 
recommendations and proposals by 1 March 1983. 


The commission is to examine how the sociopolitical problems can be reduced 
in the FRG, which are caused by the large number of foreigners who are liv- 
ing among us, while simultaneously preserving the liberal basic order. 


The commission is to analyze primarily experiences of "classical" immigration 
countries for regulating the influx of foreigners and primarily for clarify- 
ing the following questions, 


--how common constitutional means can be found to prevent more effectively 


that foreigners use violent means for settling their political disputes in 
this country, 
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~-how the residence status can be strengthened after long-term stays and how 
simultaneously the influx of family members can be stopped; 


-~-how the abuse of the right to asylum can be met effectively, 


--how the procedures can be improved for expelling foreigners who have vio- 
lated laws. 


The commission is to include in its deliberations experiences from other 
European democracies. 


B. Other items 


1. The Federal Government will introduce an initiative aimed at granting 
Germans living abroad the right to vote. 


2. The TA Luft will proceed according to plans with the goal of adopting 
the legal directive before the new election. 


3. \The draft of a third law for changes in civil service regulations of 
16 June 198% will not be adopted. 


The FRG minister of the interior will be asked to present an account by 

1 April 1983 of the application of Basic Law regulations and civil service 
laws with respect to constitutional faithfulness in actual practice as used 
by the Federal Government and by the Laender. 


4. The Federal Government will examine by 1 April 1982 whether and how 
guarantees for criminal proceedings can be improved when the Contact Ban Law 
applies, without limiting the protection from terrorist activities. 


Furthermore, a check will be made to find out whether the principle applies 
without exception, according to which a defense attorney can only represent 
a defendant. 


5. The Federal Government will examine which initiatives can be adopted 
for a debureaucratization, the simplification of administrative procedures 
and a reform of civil service rules. 

6. The CDU, CSU and FDP will immediately establish a commission which is 
to introduce proposals for just regulations applying to military service, 
procedures for dealing with refusal of military service and the establish- 
ment of alternate service. 

German-German Policies, Foreign and Security Policies 


A. German-German and Berlin policies 


(Remark by editor: There were no agreements on this item) 
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B. Foreign and security policies 
1. European integration 


The Federal Government is in favor of the political expansion of the Euro- 
pean Community, particularly an early adoption of the German-Italian initia- 
tive for a European share and it will support Portugal's and Spain's early 
entry into the European Community. 


The Federal Government is maintaining close cooperation with France with 
respect to all questions inside and outside of Europe. 


2. Security and disarmament 


The Federal Government is affirming the positions of the Alliance uncondi- 
tionally and unequivocally. The Federal Government will shape its relation- 
ship with the Warsaw Pact states in accordance with the principles of the 
1967 Harmel Report. It will continue backing up Alliance positions concern- 
ing 


--the support of U.S. positions at the Geneva strategic arms reduction talks 
(START) 


--the negotiations on the mutual elimination of land-based intermediate- 
range nuclear forces (INF) and 


--the verification of NATO's counterarming needs in the medium-range area in 
light of concrete reeults of these negotiations 


--the rejection of the establishment of a new gray zone in the area of 
limited-range nuclear medium-range missiles 


--the Vienna negotiations on mutual anc balanced force reductions (MBFR) 
--a concrete negotiation mandate for a European disarmament conference; in 
its first phase it is to agree on measures for building confidence, reaching 


from the Atlantic to the Ural (KAE) 


--the Geneva negotiations on a complete and verifiable ban on the develop- 
ment, production and storage of chemical weapons 


--the second special session on disarmament of the UN General Assembly in 
New York. 


The Federal Government is advocating an early adoption of an agreement cur- 
rently under review in the German Bundestag, banning the development, produc- 
tion and storage of biological weapons. 


In spite of all of its efforts for arms control and disarmament, the Federal 
Government is adhering to its principles of balance, transparency and 
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verifiability. The Federal Government will continue to pursue German 
proposals in this area, for instance, 


--practical proposals for the verification of a C-weapons' ban treaty 
--disclosure of military budgets 

--disclosure of arms exports. 

3. Treaties with the East and CSCE Final Act 

On the basis of 

--treaties with the East 

--the Final Act of Helsinki | 

--the international human rights package 

the Federal Government will continue a policy of seeking active guarantees 
of peace, genuine detente and cooperation. Such a policy also serves the 
interest of the people of our nation who are forced to live in two states. 
The Federal Government is advocating a continuation of the Madrid CSCE 
follow-up conference because it will provide a forum for discussions of 


uniquely German interests. 


The Federal Government will continue to support the CSCE process and the 
efforts of the people in East Europe for the realization of human rights. 


4. Near East 


The Federal Government will continue its support for a permanent peace set- 
tlement on the basis of the following three principles: 


--The right of Israel to exist within recognized and secure borders 
--self-determination for the Palestinian people 

--renunciation of violence by all parties involved in the conflict. 

It favors the restoration of the sovereignty and unity of Lebanon. 

The Federal Government will advocate a Near East policy which will continue 
the closest possible agreement between the European and the U.S. Near East 
policies. 

5. Third World 


The Federal Government advocates 
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--the support of efforts by Third World states to be genuinely free from 
blocs. As a consequence the Federal Government supports the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 


--respect for the independence and autonomy of Third World states. 


--support for the realization of elementary human rights in accordance with 
the two human rights pacts of the United Nations 


--support of regional alliances 


--rejection.of the attempt of transferring the East-West controversy to the 
Third World 


--strengthening of the independence of the Third World through economic aid 
for development. 


As far as the Federal Government is concerned, the development of the Third 

World is a worldwide peace policy. It requires a North-South dialogue built 
on trust with the goal of establishing a stable cooperation between the in- 

dustrial and the developing countries, aware of mutual dependencies. 


The Federal Government will participate in political efforts to find polit- 
ical solutions to conflicts everywhere in the world. The sending of German 
troops to areas outside the NATO territory is out of the question. 


The Federal Government is affirming the statements of the NATO conferences 
in Luxembourg and Bonn with respect to the necessity of consultations with 
the other Alliance partners when it comes to events in the Third World which 
might have an effect on their security; the goal is a proper consideration 
of the strategic interests of the West, reflecting the indivisible security 
of Europe and the United States. 





Within the framework of the Western contact group (United States, United 
Kingdom, France, Canada, FRG), the Federal Government will continue its ef- 
forts to find a peaceful solution to the Namibia question. 


6. Economic relations with the European state trading nations 


The Federal Government--in agreement with the principles of the Harmel Re- 
port--will live up to the agreements reached during the world economic sum- 
mit in Versailles and pursue a reasonable and varied economic approach in 
accordance with political interests and reflecting security-policy interests. 


To guarantee a uniform attitude among Alliance partners concerning questions 
dealing with East-West economic relations, the Federal Government will seek 
the establishment of a constant information and consultation organ within 
the framework of the Atlantic Alliance. 


The Federal Government is affirming the resolutions of the NATO Council con- 
cerning economic measures by Alliance partners in response to the force used 
in Afghanistan and Poland.

CHANGE OF EMPHASIS IN INNER-GERMAN RELATIONS

{Text] Frankfurt, 20 Oct--On Monday evening, Minister for Inner-German Relations 
Barzel explained and defined the Kohl government's policy on Germany to this news- 
paper. He said that it occupied a higher place than during the time of the govern- 
ment just replaced, which was concerned solely with achieving better mutual relation- 
ships with the GDR. East Berlin liked this restriction, because all the talk there 
is also about better relationships between the two German states which "serve peace 
and help people." The Kohl government was striving for "better relationships for 
Germany and the Germans;" the other side would have to get used to it. The higher 
position of the departmental minister's seat in the cabinet and on the government 
bench was an outward expression of the higher ranking that German-German questions 
were now being given in Bonn. 


Without Semantic Argument 


With all the efforts of the Kohl government to emphasize the concept of Germany 
again, the German question is being approached in a calm and peaceful fashion. There 
was no intent to create a "semantic argument" whether there were two states, two 
German states or two states inside Germany. Barzel himself employs all these terms, 
going beyond that he also talks without embarassment of his visit to "East Berlin" 

or about his intention to make a trip along the "zone border." He thinks that taking 
offense at this choice of words, even representing it as “daydreams of a greater 
Germany," is "finger exercises in polemics," in which he does not intend to partici- 
pate. 


Barzel puts special stress on the extent of the assurance in the government's state- 
ment that it will honor the obligations it assumed. This meant that all the agree- 
ments with the GDR would remain in force, for example, even the agreement on interest- 
free overdraft credit in inner-German trade. In this context Barzel commented on the 
meeting of the former chancellor with the Chairman of the Council of State in Decem- 
ber of last year: "We do not regard the Werbellinsee meeting, which we followed cri- 
tically, as a ‘'non-meeting'." Barzel is hoping that the confirmation of the validity 
of all the agreements concluded will be taken as a signal: a prudent government is 

at work in Bonn, which knows what it is doing, including the area of inner-German 
relationships. 
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Common Cultivation of Language? 


Asked about the possibility of additional comprehensive and longer-term agreements 
with the GDR, in which the chancellor had evinced some interest in the government 
statement, Barzel pointed mainly to the topic of the cultural agreement and the area 
of cultural exchange. '"There are still some ends on the table that we intend to 

pick up," he said, alluding to the discussions of former government minister Wisch- 
newski in East Berlin in mid-September. Barzel is apparently thinking of the broader 
concept of culture that obtains on the communist side. His principal hope is that 
cultivation of the German language could be declared an area of mutual interest. 


But Barzel rejected all attempts by East Berlin "to bring up questions that cannot 
be ruled on." Most of all he would like to see both sides "leaving the instruments 
of torture in the drawers." He does not see "much latitude" for marking the border 
along the Elbe in accordance with the wishes of the GDR--in the middle of the river 
instead of on the north-east bank, which is equivalent to a polite "no." He also 
gives very little chance to a citizenship agreement favored by the GDR, because it 
conflicts with the Basic Law of the FRG. There could be no discussions with the 
Federal government about abolishing the special investigative office in Salzgitter, 
which is disliked in East Berlin, because this was an internal matter for the Land 
court administrations, led by Lower Saxony. Finally, there could be no discussions 
about the conversion of the Permanent Representations in the embassies, because their 
current status was laid down in the agreements already reached. 


In Barzel's view, "almost nothing is capable of movement" in all these points. He 
thinks it is more useful to create the conditions that have been agreed upon first-- 
for example, in the area of journalistic activity. If there are to be negotiations 
beyond that, then they should be about non-normal tourist traffic. Asked about the 
claim by the East German party newspaper NEUES DEUTSCHLAND that, in regard to the 
principle now being championed in Bonn of accomplishment and counter~accomplishment, 
"the GDR has so far" achieved "the greater accomplishments," the minister had no 
response: "I cannot see clearly enough what could be meant by ‘greater accomplish- 


ments'." 


No Cause For Irritation 


Barzel is not troubled by the closely defined area of competence of his ministry in 
view of the responsibility of the chancellor's office to the Permanent Representation 
of the GDR for a policy on Germany. Since there is a possibility of suspicions in 
East Berlin that he is perhaps "too dynamic," he anticipates that the Permanent Rep- 
resentation will avoid contact with the Ministry for Inner-German Affairs and instead 
will "sound out" as many other departments as possible--not least the Ministry for 
Economics, with which it has always had close relations. Barzel was happy that the 
GDR newspapers had printed his full title when they published the list of ministers 
in Bonn. The GDR had not need to be afraid that there would be any change in respon- 
sibilities and procedures, because this would not be in accordance with the firm 
intention of the Federal government, not to permit any sources of irritation in East 
Berlin. Barzel will "first take a look at everything" and then “carefully take charge 
of the entire business." He predicts that with the Bundestag elections additional 
work could come to his ministry because the chancellor's office and Minister Jennin- 
ger, whose departments conducted relations with the Permanent Representation of the 
GDR, would be extremely busy then. The election on 6 March is an established fact 
for Barzel: "We are not cheats.” He considers it a personal accomplishment that 

the date was also mentioned in the government's statement.

CFTC PRESIDENT ON MAUROY MEETING, POLICIES 
Paris LE MONDE in French 4 Sep 82 pp 1, 22 


{Interview with Jean Bornard, CFTC president, by Michel Noblecourt: "A 
Meeting With CFTC President M Bornard: We Cannot Ask Wage-Earners To Lose 
Purchasing Power" ] , 


[Text] On 2 September, M Pierre Mauroy concluded his meetings 
with the social partners on ending the freeze on incomes 

and prices. M Paul Marchelli, delegate-general of the CGC, 
[General Confederation of Administrative and Technical 
Workers], noted "a cooperation and a very close parallel 
between the government positions and those of the CGC." 

M Jean Bornard, CFTC president, shows a certain firmness 

in the interview he granted us: "We cannot ask wage-earners 
to lose purchasing power," he said. 


[Question] France is coming back after the holidays under the sign of 
austerity. As far as trade union action is concerned, is this merely a 
constraint or is it on the contrary the occasion for a new dynamism? 


[Answer] The CFTC has always been realistic. Unlike some trade union or 
political leaders, it has never denied the existence of an [economic] crisis. 
There cannot be the same social policy when the growth rate is almost zero 
as when it was at 5 or 6 percent. To establish an active social policy it 
is absolutely essential to have a policy permitting resumption of [economic] 
activity. The government ought to be aware that a policy of reducing 
purchasing power not only risks provoking social tensions but also risks 
conflicting with the development of investments. They will not increase in 
aclimate of depression. It is not a matter of posing a consumption policy 
against an investment policy, but the one must help the other. The 
government must make no mistakes. 


[Question] How do you view the social climate? 
[Answer] The social climate is difficult and is tending to worsen. The 
freeze measures were a great surprise and a blow to wage-earners. On 


returning from the holidays they see that prices have nevertheless increased 
even if they have slowed down--for which we are gratified and we hope it 
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will last--while wages, on the other hand, are frozen. Wage-earners are 
strongly affected by the loss of purchasing power. We have assumed heavy 
responsibilities at the CFTC and have received many criticisms for having 
signed the wage agreements, which today are broken. We do not agree, 
therefore, that the courage our friends showed in signing these accords 
should be treated as mere profits and losses. That constitutes an element 
of strain. 


[Question] How do you approach the ending of the wage freeze? 


[Answer] First, we wish to set our clocks to the correct time. Because of 
the gap [between price changes and wage increases] in the period of the 
freeze, there will be a loss of purchasing power even if the government 
permits a revision of wage increases to reflect price changes. So much the 
better if because of a slowing down in price increases, this revision of wage 
scales takes place at a nominal level. But this readjustment is needed. 

Its absence would mean that the government is carrying out a policy of 
reducing purchasing power, which it has always denied. 


Our second objective is the resumption of collective bargaining. The CFTC 
has always seen to it that its collective bargaining policy took solid 
economic elements into account, such as the level of production, productivity 
or the achievements of enterprises. The government's mistake was not in 
attacking price increases--we favor a deceleration--but in taking recourse 

to the freeze. The wage agreements should not have been suspended but, on 
the contrary, strengthened and extended. This collective bargaining policy 
has been damaged, and it should be put back on tnack. 


[Question] Then does the CFTC favor maintaining purchasing power at 1982 
levels? Is this compatible with the need for strict economizing? 


[Answer] To spare workers from being put off with empty promises, the 
CFTC has always been careful to take into account the economic situation. 
We are concerned about purchasing power. Economic activity has until now 
continued to progress slightly. While we will hold back in our demands, 
we cannot really ask wage-earners to lose purchasing power, especially in 
view of all they have been promised. They would not understand. 


[Question] Will not the preferential increase in low wages bring about an 
"excessive" flattening out of the hierarchy in wage levels? 


[Answer] As in the past, we have decided to give priority to the most 
disadvantaged. This is needed in the current difficult period. But that 
is not to be based on orders from Paris and on use of artificial personnel 
distinctions. It should be negotiated, for example, with a part of the 
increase in percentage and another part in uniform components, but taking 
care at the same time not to level out occupational categories, such as 
skilled workers. 


The government should have the twin concerns of giving priority to the most 
disadvantaged and of avoiding the flattening out of wage levels. It should 
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continue its policy of raising the SMIC [Interoccupational Minimum Growth 
Wage] and maintain its commitments in that connection. To do that, the SMIC 
increase should be changed into a guaranteed minimum increase with all 
wage-earners benefiting by an absolute amount from the SMIC increase. For 
example, if a SMIC of Fr 3,000 increased by 3 percent, then each wage-earner 
would receive Fr 90 more, and this system would avoid the levelling of 
categories. But that can only be a straightjacket and cannot replace the 
wage policy of enterprises. That proposal seems to have inspired undoubted 
interest around the prime minister. 


“The Accountant Has Reawakened" 


[Question] At a time when polls are unfavorable to the government, what 
is your judgment of its policy? 


[Answer] One year ago, we liked certain constructive social measures but 
feared they had killed the accountant. Today, the accountant has reawakened. 
However, we blame the government for having gone from one extreme to another. 
There have been worthwhile intentions and even some worthwhile achievements 
by the government ut its objectives in the social field and its economic 
policy have not always been coherent. We expect the government to have a 
balanced policy. ' 


[Question] Does not your plan for a demonstration with FO [Workers' Force] 


and the CGC run the risk of appearing to be the beginning of a "rejection 
front."? 


[Answer] We positively oppose the term "rejection front." At the CFTC we 
never given any blank check, but neither have we maintained a partisan 
attitude concerning anything whatsoever. If déspite the shades of differences 
existing among us there is an effort to collaborate with the FO and the CGC, 
it is to take positive steps to safeguard the policy of collective bargaining. 
To the extent that the latter is not only threatened but broken down, we 
intend to reestablish free and responsible collective bargaining. 


We shall observe the government's intentions very carefully to ensure that 
it allows sufficient margins for negotiating. Some actions could be taken 
if it does not do so, but basically they would be to defend the right to 
negotiate, the freedom to make contracts and trade unionism. We used the 
same language with M Mauroy that we previously used with M Barre. We ask 
the government to do its job all the more effectively in favor of a coherent 
and balanced policy since we are ready to carry out our own responsibilities 
as trade unionists. 


[Question] How far have you decided to go along the way of solidarity? Will 
it involve "sacrifices?" 


[Answer] We are wholeheartedly for solidarity, but we oppose being made 


dupes. When wage-earners are asked to sacrifice a part of their purchasing 
power to aid an extra effort in other areas, they at least ought to have 
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the assurance that the money not given to them is not wasted but is used 
effectively. Workers accept concessions in the matter of wages when firm 
guarantees are given to them, as in enterprise agreements in which employers 
are committed to extra hirings. If wage-earners feel capable of resolving 
the unemployment problem through sacrifices, not only do we not oppose them 
but we say well-done. That is, provided there are real guarantees. 


[Question] Does the government's economic policy have the means to 
effectively fight unemployment? 


[Answer] Until now the effort has consisted mainly of retiring wage-earners 
without too much pain thanks to compensation formulas. Of course, retirement 
is better than dismissal. But in absolute terms, unemployment continues to 
grow. The ideal is not to compensate the unemployed but to give them work. 
There are efforts to be developed, in connection with vocational training, 

to create jobs. Third World countries, confronted by increasing indebtedness, 
should be prevented from collapsing. We intervened with the government at 
the time of the Versailles summit meeting for a plan, with the involvement 

of the European Community, for Third World development that would permit 
revitalization of world activity, aside and apart from the establishment of 

a more equitable economic order. We are asking that the plan be taken up 
again. 


Real Impasses 


[Question] Even if there are cutbacks are you ready to accept an austerity 
treatment for unemployment insurance and social security? 


[Answer] The UNEDIC [National Union for Employment in Industry and Commerce], 
like sociai security, are outstanding institutions of solidarity, whose 
management should be very vigilant. Everyone should be ready to make an 
effort. For example, formulas must be found that more strongly encourage 
going back to work. If unemployment continues to increase, if the ratio 
between contributors and those entitled to Social Security continues to 
decline, as it now does, we are in danger of getting into real impasses. 
The great solution is the resumption of [economic] activity. Without that, 
we are in danger of getting into truly inextricable situations. We have 
also asked M Beregovoy to sit down at a table to examine what pertains to 
insurance and what pertains to welfare in the social security system. 

There are costs that should not be covered by wage-earners alone but by 
means of national solidarity. The state should assume its responsibilities 
and at'!all costs preserve the extensive system of solidarity that has been 
built by the Social Security system. 


[Question] What is the state of the CFTC's health, with the elections to 

the councils of prud'hommes [locally elected industrial tribunals, or labor/ 
management councils for settling grievances] 3 months away? Are rapprochments 
possible with other trade union confederations to counter the weakening 
caused by trade union division? 
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[Answer] Trade union pluralism is a reality. Each one has its own 
characteristics and its own capacity to mobilize a certain number of workers. 
We are very desirous of seeing trade union pluralism thoroughly respected. 
But, particularly under current circumstances, there should be some effort 
to find broader inter-union cooperation. For us, this is only possible 

with nonpoliticized and realistic organizations. The CFTC has become 
stronger during these difficult times because of this dual attitude. This 
strengthening is not sufficiently rapid, but it is sure. That is why we 
enter the elections to the prud'hommes councils with confidence, convinced 
that they will mark an advance for the UFTC.

PCF MEMBER KARLIN OF AUDIOVISUAL BOARD ON POLICIES 
Paris HUMANITE-DIMANCHE in French 27 Aug 82 p 4 


[Interview with Daniel Karlin by Jean Miaille, at the offices of HUMANITE- 
DIMANCHE; date not given] 


[Text] Radio-TV: Meeting with Daniel Karlin, member of 
the High Authority for audio visual programs. Daniel 
Karlin, invited by the management of L'HUMANITE-DIMANCHE 
to a friendly reception, shared with us his thoughts and 
his first impressions during a conversation about this 
and that. 


[Question] What does it mean to you, as a director and creator, to be a member 
of the High Authority? 


[Answer] You find directors among those who have made television--the Lorenzi, 
Bluwal, Kerchbron, Seban, Lesertisseur, Loursais... Beginning in 1965 the 
government indicated its desire to break this profession. It succeeded to a 
considerable extent. Since 1970 a new generation of creators has been awaited. 
I think that by the naming of a director to the High Authority there is a re- 
cognition of what we are and the role we have to play. 


I am 41 years old and I feel that I have reached maturity in the exercise of 
my profession. Obviously there is something sad about saying to oneself "I 
shall stop directing for 6 years." But a man who holds that he is interested 
in the future of audiovisual programs and loves television cannot refuse to 
accept that responsibility. 


For some time now I have wanted to carry out a long-range task where I could 
commit myself to see it through. For 6 years I shall be able to throw myself 
into a work that is different, true, but which fascinates me. 


The fact is that I have the feeling of having lived 250 lives during my broad- 
casts. I have made films in an American prison, in a state nursery school, with 
Algerian workers...I, a traveling acrobat, have been given the opportunity to 
commit myself to the life of a high official. That is unexpected for me, a 
person who takes an interest in things. I am going to find out about some- 
thing which I would never have otherwise known. 
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{Question] The communist parliamentary representatives abstained on the vote 
instituting the High Authority. And today a communist is a part of it. Is 
that not uncomfortable? 


[Answer] No, because I was not nominated as a representative of the communist 
party. And the latter did not ask me to be its spokesman, I am aware of the 
fact that communist thinking is represented on that body. For me, a communist, 
that is not a matter of indifference. I think it is very different to be the 
spokesman of a party or the expression of a current of thought. 


[Question] One of the essential functions of the High Authority is to guaran- 
tee the independence of the public function of radio and television broadcast- 
in;."" How do you interpret that? 


[Answer] The first broadcast that I produced in 1970 for the "Living Today" 
series was banned. Filmed in a factory in Belgium, the boss of the plant com- 
plained to my boss, the P-DG of the ORTF [the chief executive officer of the 
Office of French Broadcasting and Television] who considered it too unpleasant. 
They did not blame me for anything professionally. I was the victim of censor- 
ship of ideas. 


How often the television leaders have said to me: "If your broadcast does not 
have a big audience we risk the loss of advertising and would be unable to main- 
tain it at peak listening hours." 


I have experienced intolerance in television, Independence can only come with 
diversity and with quality in the people who create television, who adhere to 
esthetic and journalistic standards, who are honest, and who respect diversity 
of ideas. There will always be pressures on television leaders. Independence 
cannot come from a mere promise. The High Authority will be what we make of 
it, and I believe in change. It perhaps does not go as quickly and precisely 
as I would have hoped, but it is there. 


[Question] Public broadcasting is much discredited right now. It is blamed 
for being unable to provide good quality, varied, and amusing programs. Some 
advocate creating private networks. What do you think of that? 


[Answer] I have worked in the United States enough to know to what extent 
freedom is an illusion when money dominates. It was widely claimed that Ameri- 
can television had helped to end the war in Vietnam, That is false, It sup- 
ported the war up to the last moment. 


So far as programs are concerned, the essential aim of American television when 
the housewife is sitting in front of the television set is to sell soap and not 
take into account cultural requirements. 


The aim of public television is neither to make money nor to impose ideas. Its 
role is to make it possible for people to become familiar with as many as possi- 
ble of the things they would not have access to without TV. Television should 
amuse, inform, and also instruct. I think that people should be given the 
choice fairly and the program directors should be allowed the time to carry out 
a long-term policy.

PCF POLITBURO STATEMENT ON PRODUCTION, EMPLOYMENT

[Article: "Let Us Win the Battle for Production and Employment"] 


[Text] The battle for national production and development of productive employ- 
ment constitutes, along with progress in mass consumption, one of the decisive 
means for rectifying the situation in France and for placing it on the path to 
new development. 


With Giscard, Chirac, and Barre at the helm, big management throughout the years 
sacrificed our national patrimony, jobs and skills, research, and technology. 
Factories, production, and capital were exported, to the detriment of the na- 
tion and its regions. Branches, sectors and enterprises were dismantled. Unem- 
ployment was systematically aggravated. The country was plunged into debt. 

Its currency and its foreign trade balance were called into question. The PCF 
constantly and clearly condemned this policy: Today it can be proved that the 
reality is even much worse. 


Capital is increasing its pressures in order to be able to continue this dis- 
astrous policy. It works furiously to "redeploy" and it speculates because of 
concern for its immediate profits and because of political intentions. Capital 
cites the genuine worsening of the crisis in other capitalist countries in order 
to convince people that austerity is the only possible po).icy. 


Capital seeks to extend, even aggravate, the deplorable management that it was 
eble to impose in the past, at the head of businesses as in the public sector 
itself, where it still has areas of support. Although its profits are increas- 
ing, although it is granted extensive assistance, capital refuses to invest in 
France and prefers to dismiss employees rather than sign good solidarity con- 
tracts. It is the most important of the constraints now confronting our people. 
One must face up to it: That is the way to deal with the inherent problems in 
the country and also to alleviate the effects of the international crisis. 


For years we have stressed the need for France to produce; we have struggled 
against dismantlings, against the policy of abandonment and of lay-offs, and 

for putting into effect a major industrial policy based on all the assets France 
possesses. 
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For years with thc sceeiwcrkers, miners, textile or metallurgical workers, 
with the farmers and many otver sectors, we have opposed closings, dismissals, 
cutbacks and, with the workers, have formulated constructive proposals. 





Thus, today we can only be pleased that the principle of reconquest of the do- 
mestic market has been accepted. The government has taken the first steps and 
has just reaffirmed its intention to develop national production and productive 
employment. It is a base of operation for workers’ intervention, which is cru- 
cial for successfully carrying out this great nattonal battle. 


The Political Bureau calls on communists, party organizations, and elected 
representatives to take hold firmly of this task. 


In the enterprises, with all interested persons, let us draw up a balance sheet 
of what is produced, of what is imported, or what could be produced. The whole 
truth must come out about the productive plant, on requirements for useful in- 
vestments, on technological progress and efforts to be carried out in research 
and training. 


Our aim is the development of competitive products [production] in order to 
reconquer the domestic market. Excessive import must be reduced; we must re- 
duce sterile exports of capital which do not involve mutually advantageous ex- 
changes. Let us act both to give France its leading place in the French 
national market by increasing the loans covering French industrial activities 
and to promote an international cooperation based on mutual interests. 


Let us propose the creation wherever possible of productive jobs, jobs in serv- 
ices, needed for the reconquest of the domestic market. Let us insist on good 
solidarity contracts which involve hiring, by reducing the work week, and which 
provide for professional advancement. Let us encourage inclusion of young peo- 
ple from 16-18 years of age within the framework of the plan of the minister 
for professional training. Let us intercede to secure the development of quali- 
fication and training efforts and of investment in order to increase the effec- 
tiveness of sound and lasting bases, and to better respond to the needs of 
France's consumers and facilities. 


In the same way, let us study with all who are involved the real problems pre- 
sented in the field of price and quality. Let us act with them to solve these 
problems by using our material and human resources to best effect, and by 
struggling against all the waste and all the diversions, for an effective 
utilization of public and banking funds. 


In the same activity let us make an effort to see to it that the need for 
democratization, the sharing of information, and employee participation is ex- 
pressed. Workers ought to obtain new rights without delay. Enterprise com- 
mittees should have extra means in order to encourage production and employ- 
ment. Production contracts, competitivity, and employment should be sought. 
The public and nationalized sector should be at the head of this struggle for 
national production, employment, and training; for promoting new concepts in 
the field of management. 
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Everywhere, in the public sector and in the private sector, in industrial 
activity and in banking, in the szrvice vector and in agriculture; everywhere 
in each regional, departme.:: er joes’ sody, fruitful discussions can be de- 
veloped; suggestions, aims, and useful struggles can emerge, Above all, com- 
munists should discuss these questions in a constructive, concrete, realistic, 
and bold manner, along with all workers of either sex--workers, employees, 
technicians, engineers, managers, researchers, agricultural workers--in short, 
all those men and women who feel there is something to be done. 


We recognize that everything will not be worked out in one stroke. But France 
can do better; we are deeply convinced of that. Everywhere, together, let us 
try, then, to make progress. Together, we shall begin to win the battle of 
production and employment in France.

SPECTRUM OF RELATIONS WITH USSR ANALYZED 
USSR Positive NATO Stance Alleged 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 3 Oct 82 p

ext/7 The first official Soviet criticism against the government of Andreas 
apandreou, in a PRAVDA article early last week, caused a mild sensation and 
interest but not concern in the Greek government--regarding the course of the 
Greek-Soviet relations. It is reminded that the PRAVDA article by Nikolai 
Mirosnik: 


1. Said that the decision of the Greek government to participate in the NATO 
exercises in the eastern Mediterranean resulted from American and NATO pressures. 


2. Noted that following the Rogers' visit “high ranking officials from Brussels 
and Washington started to frequent Athens." 


3. Hinted at a retreat on the part of the Papandreou government from its pre- 
electoral positions with regard to its relations with NATO. "The Greek press(?) 
notes--according to PRAVDA--these days that the voters who brought the socialists 
to power a year ago went to the polls with the slogan ‘out of NATO forever.' 

And now, when the NATO leadership tries behind the peoples’ back to force the Greek 
government to renege on its campaign promises, this slogan gains even greater 
importa ce.* 


Of all the Greek newspapers, MESIMVRINI presented the Soviet criticism the most 
dramatically. In its first report titled “Soviet displeasure with A. Papandreou" 
it seems to respond positively to its rhetorical question: "Is it a warning by 
Moscow and KKE that they will intensify their policy against the ‘socialist 
government' of A. Papandreou or a PRAVDA attack on PASOK's pro-NATO policy?* 


To justify its positive reply, MESIMVRINI notes "the timing” of the Soviet charges 
being voiced: 


--On the eve of the Kharalambopoulos-Schultsz meeting and of the negotiations with 
the U.S. on the bases and with NATO on the Larisa headquarters. This observation 











is not logically unreasonable although the Soviet leadership never before expressed 
a desire--let alone exert pressure--for Greece's withdrawal from NATO. If it 
encourages or works for some changes in today's "status quo” in the Balkans (as 

is implied by its support, through Bulgaria, of the Greek position for a "nuclear 
free zone") this should be included in some plans for the not-so-immediate future. 


--Less convincing is MESIMVRINI's argument that "the moment is not unrelated to the 
municipal elections, so that KKE would derive certain benefits.” One could 
enumerate many illustrations to show that the international relations and the 
forgign policy of the Soviet Union are not affected (ind certainly are not 
determined) by the "political benefits" of the commnist parties in the warious 
countries. 


What has not been noted and which seems to be closer to reality is that the Soviet 

criticism is expressed now when the visit of Nikolay Mkhonov /chairman of the USSR 
Council of Ministers/, the first Soviet premier to visit Greece, is set definitely 

for sometime before February (only the exact date remains to be determined). 


Shortly after the PRAVDA article, we asked a government "source® if there is any 
information or hint that there may be another delay in the Tikhonov visit. The 
answer was negative: "Nothing has changed." This means that the details will be 
set mainly through Soviet Ambassador Kamboskin in Athens who is expected to 
visit Moscow soon, and very likely through contacts with government officials in 
Athens of the Soviet delegate to KKE's Eleventh Congress in December. 


In Athens it is not regarded as unlikely that PRAVDA's critical article may have 

been celiberately designed to create a climate which will allow the Soviet premier 

to seek during his talks here more tangible rpoof that the Greek government remains 
faithful ti its declarations for a multi-dimensional foreign policy, and consequently 
closer relations with the eastern camp and especially with the Soviet Union. 





If the Tikhonov visit takes place, it will be the best proof that the last ice in 
the Soviet attitude toward PASOK will have melted. The Soviet leadership which 

did not expect and was surprised by PASOK's electoral success, in the early months 
kept a very reserved attitude toward the Greek government. (Certain leading PASOK 
cadres believe that this was partly due to the "long and systematic slandering* 

of Andreas Papandreou personally by KKE in his contacts with the Soviet leadership. ) 


To fight this "reserved attitude® the Papandreou government gave direct and specific 
indications of its interest in improving and expanding the Greek-Soviet relations 
in: 


A. The level of bilateral relations: 


--One of the first bills enacted by the new Greek legislature was the ratification 
of the Greek-Soviet trade treaty. 


~-The question of the repair of Soviet ships in Neorion was settled in a manner 


satisfactory to the Soviet side. While during the New Democracy goverrment, only 
merchant marine vessels were repaired as a rule (according to the agreement) and 
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only exceptional auxiliary vessels /of the Soviet Navy/ (they changed the flag to 
portray them as merchant marine vessels), the repair of auxiliary vessels at Neorion 
was made legal. 


--Two million tons of petroleum (900,000 tons was Iibyan oil with the known effects 
on Greek-Libyan relations) were purchased from the Soviet Union; these were the 
balance remaining from the 3-year agreement signed by Karamanlis in Moscow, 


Be On the international level: 


The Soviet side especially appreciated the position of the Greek government on 
Poland and its insistence in international organizations that the West should not 
resort to economic sanctions against the Soviet Union. Specifically, the Greek 
government objected: 


ae To the decision of the EEC to limit by 50 percent the exports of certain 
products to the Soviet Union and succeeded in exempting our country from all 
lijitations; and 


b. Within the EEC and OECD, to the increase of interest rates which would create 
problems for the Soviet Union in the procurement of mechanical equipment at higher 
prices while it would make the repayment terms more difficult for the Soviet 
Union; and | 


c. To the discussions within EEC to reduce to only 1 percent the trade transactions 
with the COMECON countries, while the level of the Greek transactions with those 
countries is 10 percent with tendencies for further increase, 


A natural consequence of all this was to decide in the end on the Tikhonov visit 

and on the economic sector to have a sharp rise in Greek exports to the Soviet 

Union (during the first 8 months of 1982 we had a 25 percent increase with higher 
rates of increase in the cases of citrus products and tobacco). The Soviet officials 
claim that if the petroleum is taken out the balance of trade between the two 
countries would not be negative for Greece, 


In 1981 the level of Soviet exports to Greece was 501.6 million rubles (00 million 
rubles were for petroleum) while Greek exports reached 11).6 million rubles. 


A Soviet diplomat in Athens with whom I discussed the points that might be agreed 
upon with regard to the bilateral relations during the Tikhonov visit merely 
replied that "the visit would not just be a spectacular event without content." 


The sectors where the Soviets have expressed interest are known (except for the 
Athens "subway" on which the Greek position is negative): 


--The construction of an alumina plant is reaching the final stage for an agree- 
ment. The Soviet proposals are in the hands of a special UN agency for eva nation. 


--The Greek response to the Soviet proposal for the expleitation of peat (in depth, 
not surface) could be positive. 











~-The possible extension to our country of the natural gas pipeline to Western 
Europe has not yet been the subject of direct soundings (only indirectly do w 
have the assurances of Bulgaria that it would have no objection to allowing the 
pipeline to go through its borders). 


-—Finally, with regard to oil, the Greek side finds it difficult (a final decision 
will be reached in a month) to reach an agreement for an annual procurement of 2 
million tons, as in the last 3 years. The Greek side finds it difficult because 
Greek reserves have izached 3.5 million tons and because the oil is the basis for 
our developing relations with the Arab countries. 


One may observe that none of the above is important enough for the singning of 
agreements at the premier's level. Therefore, it is still unimow what exactly 
the first Soviet premier will have in his luggage when he comes to Athens,

PAPANDREOU POPULARITY POLL 
Athens TA NEA in Greek 14 Oct 82 pl 
[Text] The percentage of citizens who approve of the way in which Prime Minister 


Andreas G. Papandreou is handling matters shows a spectacular increase, according 
to a Metrix Research Center poll published in today*s issue of TAKHYDROMOS. 





More specifically, the percentage of those approving the prime minister“s manage- 
ment increased from 48 percent in July to 59 percent in September. This means an 
increase of 11 percentage points in the total population. Chiefly, however, it 
means an approximately 25-percent increase in those who approve of Andreas G. Papan- 
dreou's policy. And this increase is observed within two months. 


To the 59 percent who fully approve of the prime minister's management should be 
added the 3 percent of citizens who approve in part. At any rate, the percentage 
of those who do not approve of government policy increased from 17 percent in July 
to 21 percent in September. But 21 percent is far below the percentages taken 

by the opposition parties in the parliamentary elections. 


Finally, the percentage of citizens who answered "I do not know" to the question 
posed by 50 specially trained researchers, "Do you or do you not approve of the 
way in which Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou is handling matters?", decreased 
in two months from 20 percent to 11 percent. Also, the percentage of those re- 
fusing to answer decreased from 15 percent to 6 percent, 


Questioned for the poll were 2,336 citizens, aged 17 to 64, who were selected by 
the method "random selection of a representational sample" of the population.

PAPANDREOU SEEN USING KARAMANLIS TO ATTRACT CENTRISTS 
Athens I KATHIMERINI in Greek 16 Oct 82 p l 


[Excerpt] Unilaterally projecting "his admirable cooperation" with the president 

of the republic, the current prime minister is engaged in a struggle to hold onto 
his voters from the center a few hours before municipal elections. Political obser- 
vers are making this interpretation of the prime minister's 14 October statement 
that he will propose that K. Karamanlis' term of service as president be renewed. 
This indirect promise, according to the same observers, is made essentially with- 
out any political guarantee because it occurs approximately two and one-half 

years before the end of the president's term and because no similar intention 

has been expressed on Mr. Karamanlis' side. 


It is believed that by projecting the picture that the state's operation is smooth 
and the constitution is respected by all sides, the prime minister is aiming-< 
aside from holding onto centrist voters--at blunting the dissatisfaction within 
his party and removing himself from traditional leftist positions. 


The prime minister, in his talks on the evening of 14 October with political 
writers in Kastri, spoke highly of the president, stressing that there is no one 
else to replace him in his position. This statement, which strangely found its 
way into only two newspapers, occurred, it is assumed, in a discussion for 
briefing purposes which should not have been published the next day according to 
old journalistic deontology. 


It is believed that, with his 14 October speech to the Chamber in which he referred 
to the president four times, and his conversations with the political writers, 


Mr. Papandreou is trying to present a centrist political front. The goals of this 
policy are, according to the same observers: 


1. To hold centrist adherents who voted for him in 1981 and who have begun lately 
to express intense uneasiness with the government's iaeikainarsnine in public admini- 
stration, promises for soins eaten and the party‘s continual interventions 

in the state machine. 


2. To blunt protests within the party, particularly of the deputies, by projecting 
the picture that, since the president who knows far more is not uneasy, why are 
they fretting. 


3. To discourage extremists in the party who have never viewed Mr. Karamanlis 


favorably and have pressed for pre-electoral promises on a constitutional review 
to be fulfilled. 
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4. ‘lo increase the attack against KKE which began with the speech at the Sporting 
center and is being continued by the PASOK party newspaper with escalating inten- 
sity. 


No Danger 


In his conversation with the political writers, Mr. Papandreou said that there is 
no danger for the state from abroad or domestically, and he added that the presi- 
dent embodies a guarantee, stressing that their cooperation is admirable and total. 
Mr. Karamanlis, he continued, absolutely respects the constitution and he under- 
lined that he avoids making use of the president's superpowers. In fact, Mr. 
Papandreou stressed, in conversations with foreign leaders, the president supports 
government positions despite the fact that many often diverge from his own posi- 
tions and he added: "Of course, Mr. Karamanlis did not become a socialist." 


Proposal... 


When Mr. Papandreou was asked if he will propose in 1985 a renewal of Mr. Karaman- 
lis' term which ends five months before parliamentary elections at the end of the 
four-year term, he answered characteristically; "Do you know many who could re- 
place him?" 


At this point, the prime minister let it be understood that the government will 
propose a new law on public administration. He criticized the state machine for 
inaction, not for undermining government work.

PAPANDREOU REPORTEDLY TRIES TO AVERT INTRA.PARTY TROUBLE 
Athens AKROPOLIS in Greek 21 Sep 82 pp 1, 7 


87 Papandreou is engaged in a desperate effort to prevent the breakup of 
of the governmental camp. To succeed it has now adopted a policy of appeasing 
PASOK deputies who are offered cabinet posts in exchange for "good behavior," as 
detailed below. 


Papandreou's new tactics result from the realisation that the intra-party conflicts 
and disagreements are growing and endanger the cohesion of the governmental camp. 
The other realisation is that the government has lost public support drastically. 
Characteristically, cabinet members were booed in Salonica on Sunday. Papandreou, 
thus, had lengthy successive meetings yesterday with Deputies Aris and Dionysios 
Bouloukos at Kastri. 


Promises 


To prevent the situation from worsening, Papandreou gave promises for participation 
in the cabinet, as he did in his talk with Bouloukos. At the same time, he assures 
PASOK's worried deputies that the government's policy will change. 


Openly 


Beyond that, most reliable reports say that in the long talks Papandreou had 
yesterday with the two PASOK deputies all the issues worrying PASOK's parliamentary 
group and the governmental camp in general were openly discussed. These issues are 


mainly: 


--The unacceptable domination of the government and the party by the LPapandrecn/ 
family. . The so-called “paratroopers,* that is, the technocrats and non-parliamen 
tarians who were given cabinet posts, without having any contribution to PASCK's 
victory. 


--The refusal to have democratic intra-party processes. 
--The arbitrary choice by the "establishment" of the ruling group in the government 


and PASOK of candidates for mayor in many areas with the result that the party 
mechanigm: anu tha rank-and-file have reacted strongly and publicly. 
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--The unacceptable behavior of certain members of the PASOK executive bureau, some 
of whom chose “ministerial glory" instead of party responsibility. 


--The bad economic developments because of the government's inept actions, with 
the evident risk of leading the country to a true economic impasse. 


--The deliberate bypassing of those who fought for the victory of PASOK's ideas 
and its electoral success. 


--The already evident danger of factions in the governmental camp as a kind of 
defense against the unacceptable situation that exists in its ranks. This danger 
may lead to even more unpleasant developments for PASOK's leadership and for 
Papandreou personally.

/Text/ Following the results of the first round in the municipal elections

[Text] Question 1: Why are the goals of real change getting in and why are 
fewer or more not getting in? 





These goals are getting in because they are generally ripe in the minds of the 
people. This was shown in the parliamentary elections, even though these goals 
were more or less put forth by all parties that took part in the elections with 
promises for change. 


If more goals had gotten in, then there would have been a danger for the 
upsetting of the goals of change that are goals of immediate practical action 
in a program of the democracy of the people. If fewer goals had gotten in, then 
they would have been behind in the wishes of the people. In both instances, 
they would not have corresponded to the present correlation of forces. 





These goals can constitute the basis for the development of a program for the 
governing of the country by a democratic government of change. At the same time, 
they are open to the needs of the anti-imperialist, antimonopolistic struggle. 


“f course, as in any other program of this type, the program for the goals of 
change cannot be complete in every aspect. The issue is, in general terms, that 
it correspond to the demands and capabilities of the situation. And it does 
correspond as such. During the course of the struggle, it will be modified and 
complemented in accordance with the corresponding correlation of forces and the 
specific weight of the working class and its party on it. 


Question 2; Was the road of real change perhaps chosen for the sole purpose of 
bringing together the forces of the antimonopolistic anti-imperialist revolution? 


In every single act, communists place the interests of the working people above 
all else as regards both the immediate and future, the fundamental. The same 
holds in the case of real change. 


There are today burning issues in our country that affect and bear heavily on 
the people and whose solution will alleviate the situation. 
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The road to real change was chosen as the road that is the shortest for the 
solution of these problems and for the serving of the immediate interests 
of the people. 


Of course, in the fight for the solution of these problems the concentration 

of the forces of the anti-imperialist antimonopolistic democratic revolutionary 
change for the establishment of the dictatorship of the people is being sought. 
But the concentration of these forces is subject to the serving of the people's 
interests because the establishment of the democracy of the people will mean the 
beginning of the satisfaction of the most basic interests of the working class 
and of all the workers. 


Question 3: Why does our country exclude cooperation with the /KKE/ "Interior" 
in the struggle for change? 


What excludes this cooperation is not our party but the policy of the "Interior." 


That party continues to usurp, and in fact in a provocative manner, the 
title of the party. 


Its entire leadership is turned against our party and its sole purpose is to 
strike a blow against it. It attacks our party as an "anti-democratic force," 
an “enemy,” as an “underminer" of change. This war, in the last analysis, is 

nothing other than a war against change itself and the interests of the workers 
because life daily stresses the fact that the KKE is the most consistent force 


of change without which change cannot take place, 


Its leadership even resorts to open provocations aimed at aggravating relations 
of the KKE with PASOK and it does not hesitate playing the role of PASOK's 
anti-communist vent in exchange for a few crumbs that it needs in the frantic 
struggle for survival. 


It proceeds to any kind of splitting action in the mass movement at a time when 
the struggle for real change demands the strengthening of this unity of the party. 


The "Interior" leadership is daily tumbling evermore on the road of open 
enti-Sovietism and anti-internationalism. 


And only from the above-mentioned reasons, the list of which is by no means 
complete, it clearly appears that if there are no grounds for cooperation with 
the leadership of this group, it is due exlcusively to its policy. The entire 
problem is that the leftists who still follow it must be helped in understanding 
the damage that it is inflicting and in abandoning it and cooperating with our 
party in the struggle for change. 
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Question 4: When our party speaks of support of and participation in a 
democratic givernment, does that mean, as the bourgeois press has written, that 
our party is asking to participate in the present government? 


Absolutely not. The present government is following a policy of a synchronized 
handling of state-monopolistic capitalism and of the improvement of the country's 
dependence on imperialism, while our party is fighting for real change that will 
open the way to the democracy of the people. Participation of our party in the 
present PASOK government with its current policies will endanger not only the 
case of change but the revolutionary movement itself, It would convert our party 
into the tail of the policy of PASOK's leadership, 


When our party speaks of a democratic government that it could support and 
participate in, it means a government which, supported on all democratic forces 
and the mass movement, would have as its purpose the realization, through a 
jointly-agreed upon program, of the goals of real change. The establishment of 
such a government would correspond also to the interests of our people and to 
the interests of all the forces of change and to the needs of progress for 

our country. 


Of course, in the establishment of such a government, the correlation of forces 
cannot be ignored. This means that in such a democratic government, it would be 
unthinkable that the various political factors and emissaries of the forces of 
change would not have their proper places that would correspond to their force. 


Question 5: In case of the establishment of a democratic government, on what will 
the KKE's participation in it depend or will it limit itself to supporting it? 


It depends on which of the two, support or participation, will correspond to the 
interests of the revolutionary movement and, of course, to the immediate and 


future interests of the working people. 


Today, no one can say which of the two will correspond. It cannot be known 
because the factors from which this will be made are not known. 


Such factors include the following: 
1. The extent and depth of the joint program of goals of change. 
2. The correlation of forces that would exist at the given time. 


3. The conditions for the faithful aia cetaeeniaeanien of the program of change 
by this democratic government. 


4. Whether the extent of KKE participation in such a government would or would 
not permit it to play some substantial role in the implementation of the joint 
program of change. 


5. Whether the participation of the KKE in such a government would help in the 


development of the revolutionary movement or to the contrary would contribute 
to the development of delusions. 
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It is self-evident that even if such a democratic government of real change 
were to be established, the matter of the KKE's support of it or participation 
in it will be solved through a consideration of all these factors and always 
with the criterion being the interest of the popular movement.

PARLIAMENT PASSES BILL ON ABOLITION OF PREFERENCE CHECKMARK

/8xcerpt] At midnight, parltament passed the bill on the abuilition of the 
preference checkmark. Of the 285 deputies present, 163 voted in favor of the 
bill, 113 voted against and 9 abstained. 


Of the 163 deputies who voted for the bill, 161 were PASOK members, one was 
the independent Mr G. Mavros and one was Mr Glezos, the EDA deputy (who 
cooperates with PASOK). 


Five absent PASOK deputies declared that they were in favor of the bill. They 
are Messrs Tskhatzopoulos, Merkouri, Zervos, Solomos (all of whom sent telegrams 
to the parliamentary president's office) and Tsirimokos (who telephoned 

Mr Alevras from the London hospital where he is being treated). 


Also absent was Mr Khondrokoukis who did not clarify his position (in a 
telegram to the parliamentary president's office). 


Another deputy who was absent was Mr Petsos who was recently expelled from PASOK. 


Voting against the bill were two other deputies who had been expelled from PASOK: 
Messrs St. Panagoulis and Ar. Bouloukos who made clear (in statements to 
reporters) that their negative vote was linked to their — in favor of the 
simple proportional representation electoral system, 


The ND deputies present all voted against the bill, as did Messrs Kokkevis 
(independent) and Plytas (KODISO /Democratic Socialist Party/). 


Other absent deputies were ND deputies Messrs Tzannetakis and Kouvelas, 


Mr Pang. Kanellopoulos and Mr Sp Theotokis, as well as KKE deputies

or this reason, from the beginning it expressed itself in favor of cooperation 
among all democratic forces. KKE is not responsible for the failure of this effort 
designed to bring about such a comprehensive cooperation. KK never posed unreason- 
able or excessive demands. Its only demand was "to support jointly the worthy 
mayors, regardless of party affiliation." 
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This was emphasized in part by Secretary General Kharilaos Florakis speaking 
yesterday at the KNE Festival in Peristeri. He added that PASOK did not have the 
political will to move forward to such cooperation but observed at the same time: 


"Of course it is up to each party to decide if it will cooperate with other political 
forces. But we think that it is also up to the other parties and the people to 


pass judgement on a party's attitude or policy." 


In this regard, KKE believes that PASOK's attitude did not help the Change since it 
is the oligarchy that fears cooperation with the Commnist Party.

He again argued that the Change 
cannot be imposed by a self-contained government but “only by a democratic govern- 
ment based on all the forces of change supported by a vigorous unifying mass 
popular movement." 


There Is no Third Way 


The KKE secretary general added that "it is imperative that the Greek legislature 
and the people be informed of the government proposals regarding the American 
bases." He emphasised that the government has nothing to fear by throwing out the 
bases during this session of the Chamber of Deputies because the people will be on 
its side.

RESISTANCE SONS IN MILITARY ACADEMY--The chil of resistance fighters who 
participated in National Liberation Front organizations will be admitted 
without entrance examinations (beyond the base number up to 25 percent) in the 
Army Military Academy and in other military schools, according to a statement in 
the Chamber of Deputies by Deputy Minister of Defense Drosogiannis during the 
debate of the bill which provides for the admission of certain categories of 
citizens in military schools beyond the permissible number.

RIVAL CHURCH PEACE GROUPS DEBATE ISSUES

W.H Velema and Professor J. Voorhoeve of ICTO by Rex Brico: "Conflicts 
Within the Church Peace Movement; Political Diversity Within the Church ~ 
Peace Movement" |

[Text] Since 1979, the church peace movement in the 
Netherlands has not consisted of Church and Peace, Pax 
Christi and the Interchurch Peace Council [IKV] alone. 

As counterpart to the IKV, which was set up in late 1966 
by the three large and six small church denominations, 
the Interchurch Committee for Mutual Disarmament [ICTO ], 
which now has approximately 5,000 members distributed 
over about 40 branches, was established in 1979. The 
conflicts between the IKV and ICTO manifest themselves 

at two levels: the church-theological level and the po- 
litical-military level. In this article, representatives 
of the IKV and of ICTO debate current problems at the 
first level with each other. The participants are L. 
Hogebrink and H. verritsma for the IKV, and Professor W.H. 
Velema and Professor J. Voorhoeve for ICTO. The moderator 
was ELSEVIER editor Rex Brico. 


Question: ICTO came into being as a reaction to the IKV. Isn't such a name 
misleading in the light of this? As a matter of fact, it suggests that the 
IKV is not in favor of mutual disarmament, whereas it really is, specifically 
through unilateral steps which are in essence more psychological than stra- 
tegic in nature. 


Velema: Of course, the IKV wants mutual disarmament as a result, but speci- 
fically of late the IKV has expressed itself very strongly for unilateral 
steps. And I think that you are not giving an adequate interpretation of 
practical reality when you mention only the psychological aspect. I believe 
that the recent electoral advice of the IKV goes clearly further than a psy- 
chological approach. That was a political approach and against that ICTO ~-= 
wants to stress that from the start it has favored a mutual approach in its 
position... 
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Gerritsma: I have a little trouble with that mutual approach of ICTO. The 
big difference between ICTO and the IKV is, I believe, that the IKV has said 
that it no longer derives much hope from the political-military developments 
that have taken place since 1945. This has forced us to look for other solu- 
tions to set the process of mutual disarmament indeed in motion. Thus, you 
have to take new initiatives to create a new opening in the stalemate. ICTO, 
on the other hand, continues to repeat the old messages of politicians and 
military officials without taking into consideration the political analysis 
provided by the IKV since 1972, and specifically since 1977. 


Velema: I think that it is too easy to say that ICTO repeats an old message 
in a new package. You will have to ask yourself what it means for political 
negotiations when you take a unilateral step. 


Question: You actually see the IKV as a committee for unilateral disarmament 
then? 


Velema: That seems very clear to me. 


Gerritsma: I don't think so. The IKV has always expressly said that it fa- 
vored disarmament by both big powers. The difference lies in the impulse to 
achieve that movement. The IKV derives little hope from negotiations alone, 
because the history of the last 30 years has shown that this only leads to 
more weapons. ICTO has obviously not yet lost that hope and keeps aiming at 
the strategy of many years standing of the big powers. | 


Velema: It seems to me that there is more involved than only a reduction 
when the IKV states: nuclear weapons out of the world, beginning with the 
Netherlands. Then vou want to get rid of nuclear weapons completely. 


Gerritsma: That is right. In this context, the Netherlands would serve as 
an example, but at the same time there is also the intention to make it work 
like an oil stain, whereby increasing numbers of grassroots movements will 
urge their governments to conduct a different security policy. 


Velema: Especially in recent times, the IKV has made strong references to 
success abroad, actions which are oriented toward the achievement of the same 
political positions. 


Gerritsma: You could say that, because of the campaign of the peace movement 
in the Netherlands, movements have been set up in other countries, which are 
also aimed at undermining the power position of the big powers. But it could 
have a different application elsewhere than it does here in the Netherlands. 


Question: Let us return to the difference between the IKV and ICTO for a 
moment: we are becoming more and more aware these days of the fact that the 
church is not only the hierarchy or the synod, but the community of faith as 
a whole. Now, if a movement such as ICTO grows from the bottom of such a 
community of faith, shouldn't church thought and management take this into 
account as much as they do the IKV, in which the churches are officially re- 
presented? 
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Gerritsma: It would be a misunderstanding to believe that ICTO has no right 
to speak within the churches. The IKV does not hold a monopoly position; 

it submits its views and everything that goes together with this to the jud- 
gement of the churches and specifically asks the churches and church communi- 
ties to open talks on them. And the IKV also constantly points to the dilen- 
ma one faces in such a discussion: nuclear weapons are bad, but so is conm- 
munism. The question then is: what do you do in such a situation, how do 
you find a way out of it? 


Question: But isn't it true that both the Reformed and the Calvinist Churcmes 
have rejected an official relationship with ICTO? Or do you find this irre- 
levant in this context? 


Gerritsma: I find it less relevant. The churches have their own body for 
such a discussion in the IKV. ICTO is a private organization, and it is not 
obvious that it would be recognized the same way within the churches as the 
IKV. 


Hogebrink: It is not true that the IKV came first and earned a position in 
the churches, and that ICTO came along next and should also be given a posi- 
tion now, because you cannot say: first come, first served. The churches 
themselves started speaking out about this problem. Within the Reformed 
Church, at the synod level the discussion on nuclear armament is now 30 years 
old. Especially in the sixties, the Reformed Synod and the Vatican made 
strong statements in which nuclear arms were rejected. And it is on the 
basis of these statements by. the churches themselves that the IKV was set up 
by them to give form to this management at the local level. Thus, the IKV 
was established as part of the church management itself. Of course, there 
are differences of opinion about the best way in which to get rid of nuclear 
arms. ICTO, however, states clearly that it would be best for peace and se- 
curity to remain based on nuclear arms, because this has a war prevention 
effect; hence, that it is also necessary to continue threatening with the 
use Of those weapons. As a result, there is a very great distance between 
the ICTO position and the position taken by the churches. And thus, a similar 
position for ICTO within the churches would mean an absolute denial of the 
whole course of development experienced by these churches over the last 30 
years. 


Velema: I was glad to hear Mr Gerritsma say that ICTO also has the right to 
speak, but if it is considered irrelevant whether the churches maintain an 
official relationship with ICTO, then I find that right to be more limited 
after all than is commonly understood. I rather think that Mr Hogebrink is 
oversimplifying the matter when he says that the Reformed Church participated 
in setting up the IKV. It is, after all, a distortion to depict the IKV as 

a kind of agent of the Reformed Church. 


The Reformed Synod addressed the matter of nuclear arms in a number of pas- 
toral letters; this met with a response among members of the Reformed Church, 
who went to work with it in a certain way and who then went back to the Synod 
with the organization they had set up to this effect. They found tremendous 
support and achieved enormous success in this endeavor. But now that the IKV 
has put its whole program on the table, you cannot hold it against church 
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members that they think differently about it. Then you could say that you 
have said goodbye to it, but it does involve a real discussion and not a dis- 
cussion about seniority. Even if the IKV feels that the opinion put forth 
by ICTO has been completely superseded, I still feel that it has the fullest 
right to be heard. You will forgive me for saying so, but your position does 
go in the direction of claiming a monopoly position. 


Hogebrink: I didn't say that the sound of ICTO should not be heard, it would 
be completely foolish to silence church members, who have a different opinion, 
with the authority of a synod. I have said that you cannot describe the IKV 
as a private organization of church members who, one way or another, have 
acquired a certain authority within the churches. The individual from the 
Reformed Synod who was involved in this was the secretary general of the 
Reformed Church. I was appointed by the Reformed Synod; I am not a private 
member, who was involved in these kinds of matters and who started organizir. 
The IKV was set up as an extension of the policy of the churches themselves 
and was thereby given the room to take positions, which are not automatically 
the positions of the relevant synods and bishops, but which do remain within 
that overall policy. I think it is great that, in addition to this, Chris- 
tians who have different views organize themselves in private organizations 
in order to be heard also. But you shouldn't give them an equal status with 
the IKV, because then you are asking the churches to hold contradictory posi- 
tions. They cannot at the same time say: we have to get rid of nuclear 
weapons and nuclear weapons should stay, because they are a war preventative. 


Velema: I think that that is a distortion. At the end of a development you 
claim a position, which was not primarily given to you by the synod, but 

which you have acquired by exerting influence on the synod. Furthermore, the 
synod board has distanced itself from the electoral advice you gave recently. 


Voorhoeve: To a large extent, peace is the result of the ability of a cer- 
tain system to allow several mutually opposing opinions to live next to each 
other and to settle the conflicts among them without violence. Hence, peace 
assumes in the first place a very open discussion. However, the basis of the 
IKV is a very clear political choice: the Netherlands should be made unila- 
terally free of nuclear arms. And I think that ICTO affects this choice and 
would like to widen the scope of the discussions. 


Question: We will talk about the party political character. First I would 
like to ask Professor Velema whether the ICTO position, that it proceeds from 
the Bible as the word of God, cannot be interpreted in a variety of ways; 
whether the theological substructure of the ICTO views are not somewhat mea- 
ger; and whether this theology (image of God, Bible interpretation in ge- 
neral) is not going strongly in the direction of the Free Calvinists, the 
Christian Calvinists, the Calvinist Unionists, one could even say of Evange- 
lical Broadcasting? 


Velema: Indeed, I do believe that a theological substructure is urgently 
needed for the ICTO positions. And you touched on an important point when 
yeu said that those positions are related to the image of God, which is be- 
hind it. But whether we should attach ourselves to the groups mentioned by 
you... 
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Question: I did not intend to label, but to clarify the direction. 


Velema: I understand that. I think that, as far as its theological points 
of departure are concerned, ICTO feels most at home with traditional reformed 
thought and faith. That is true, yes. And, of course, that is different 
from Mient-Jan Faber saying in ELSEVIERS WEEKBLAD that an experience of God 
does not mean anything to hin. 


Gerritsma: It is also very clear from the SHALOM newspaper, which the Bible 
and Peace Problems Foundation has published since 1979, that, theologically 
speaking, many people do not recognize themselves enough in the IKV approach. 
This is why this newspaper expresses a very orthodox theology, whereby a 
strong emphasis is placed on sinful man. 


Voorhoeve: I think that among the rank and file of ICTO, there are people 
of very different church opinions. I myself belong to a very liberal direc- 
tion and am definitely not reformed. 


Question: When I look through the theological part of ICTO materials though, 
I encounter exclusively names from the Free Calvinist corner. However, I 
would like to return to Mient-Jan Faber's statement, which Professor Velema 
quoted. As a matter of fact, many people find the IKV to be such a worldly, 
secular movement, which does not distinguish itself in any way from a non- 
church related organization. 


Gerritsma: I think that the latter is not true. If you look at IKV publi- 
cations, you will see that the political analyses always have an evangelical 
base. As a matter of fact, the number of IKV writings dealing with theolo- 
gical subjects is extraordinarily high. The oniy thing is that the manner 
in which the IKV handles some matters theologically is at right angles with 
traditional thought within the churches, as it still functions for many 
people. 


Velema: On the one hand, I see in the IKV a very modern way of dealing with 
the Bible, strongly determined by secularization; on the other hand, I would 
also like to return to that statement made by Mient-Jan Faber, because for 
me it was illuminating and shocking. Literally, Faber said: "I have no ex- 
perience of God. Don't want to talk about it. This kind of thing leads to 
abstractions. What is the meaning of life? My answer to that is: lead us 
into the blue... In the church you unlearn how to build on God. You have 
to look in the church for the people without experience of God. In my theo- 
logy class I teach not to make an image of God." If this is theology, then 
it is a very wordly, horizontalist theology. Such a theology also makes it 
easy for the IKV to take leave of the churches and to continue in its own 
way. 


Hogebrink: What is said in such an interview serves precisely to prevent 
misusing God's name, but evidently this is then understood as taking leave 

of God's name. The specific intention of our theological thought is for 

the Bible not to be harnessed to too many wagons, including our own little 
wagon. Thus, we are trying to let the Bible speak /to/ | printed in italics | 
us rather than fete he italics| us or /for/ |in italics] us. This 
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is, I believe, what many people have trouble with when they notice in our 
reflections on the Sermon on the Mount, Romans 13, the Lord's Supper and the 
Holy Spirit, that we do not in the usual manner quote a number of texts and 
then beat them into weapons at the service of our own rightness. We do not 
care at all for discussions where you hit one another about the head with 
Bible texts. 


Question: There is room for discussion with ICTO then... 


Hogebrink: Yes, but I don't know to what extent ICTO is the right partner 
for this. First of all because, as you said yourself, what ICTO has to offer 
theologically is extremely meager. I would find the publisher of the SHALOM 
newspaper a much more interesting discussion partner, because they are really 
trying to develop thought based on their own traditions. And then you see 
that this leads to a much more critical apprcach with regard to the status 
quo than is true for ICTO. With ICTO I can never see any difference between 
what ICTO says and what NATO officials say in whatever context. Hence, I 
don't see what critical role theology plays there, whether it is the orthodox 
theology of Mr Velema or the liberal theology of Mr Voorhoeve. 


Velema: I think that it is not at all difficult in and of itself to make a 
link between the newspaper SHALOM and ICTO. 


Question: But that is far from being the same. The latest issue of the 
newspaper SHALOM is even very critical of ICTO. 


Velema: That may be so. But I think that ICTO would be quite willing to 
accept the injection of the newspaper SHALOM and vice versa. It is not com- 
pletely fair to tie such a young organization to that. Secondly: I can go 
along with you when you say that you don't want to misuse the Bible by har- 
nessing it to your own small wagon. But that is quite a bit different from 
someone who says that he has no experience of God, isn't it? 


Hogebrink: I don't find it all that useful to talk about an isolated quote 
from an interview. I know what kinds of impulses, specifically from Mient- 
Jan Faber, are originating in the theological discussion within the IKV. But 
that is a different Bible use than yours. We will not say: "Nuclear weapons 
out of the world, beginning with the Netherlands -- that is God's will." We 
will never say it like that. 


Velema: It involves not only Mient-Jan Faber; last year, around the time 
when his book came out, I heard the same sounds from Von Meyenfeldt. Thus 
there is a clear relationship between your views and this kind of theology. 


Question: We have another party political question to ask you. I have read 
in various ICTO publications that the IKV is "a unilateral political pressure 
group" and that a church should not identify with a political action or a po- 
litical system. But then I ask myself: "What is ICTO but a unilateral poli- 
tical pressure group?" The only thing is: ICTO chooses an existing policy 
while the IKV advocates change. 
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Velema: It is of course out of the question that either the IKV or ICTO 
would, one way or another, not be directed toward politics. The point is, 
how would ICTO want to do this. Would ICTO more or less want to infiltrate 
a party or even replace it? OQr would ICTO want to propagate its views as an 
aid to politicians? 


I think that the latter is primarily the intention of ICTO. What the IKV 
does, on the other hand, is actually engaging in politics. This was proven, 
for example, by the fact that anyone who did not support certain IKV goals 
was not allowed to speak during the demonstration of 21 November. The elec- 
toral advice was also a clear example of this. My understanding of a pres- 
sure group in politics is a group which says: this is the way it has to be 
and this way alone. 


Gerritsma: I find this absolutely wrong. I think that ICTO also very clearly 
constitutes an interest organization with certain political goals and that 

it is very strong in this respect. The fact that ICTO has joined a number of 
political organizations and wants to make a statement to this effect on 25 
September, points fully in this direction. Hence, ICTO itself does what it 
accuses the IKV of doing. Furthermore, on 21 November it involved groups 
which came out for very specific political demands. Those who could not iden- 
tify with that, did not participate. 


Velema: I cannot imagine ICTO ever making a statement like the IKV did: if 
things don't happen as we want, we will take to the street and conduct extra- 
parliamentary actions... 


Question: If we don't get the cruise missiles, you don't expect demonstra- 
tions from the people's right wing then? 


Velema: At least not actions of civil disobedience as they have been announ- 
ced by the IKV. Demonstrations, as a way to let the public know what one 
wants, is something else. But the IKV has indicated that it wants to go much 
further. 


Gerritsma: The IKV has always said that it wants to achieve its goals via 
the path of parliamentary democracy. The decisions will have to be made in 
parliament, this has also been stressed by the president of the IKV. However, 
the IKV has also said that the government will have to realize what is going 
on in society. What you are saying now seems extremely cloudy in this res- 
pect. 


Voorhoeve: Mr Faber has said very different things, which have alarmed a 
large number of people, such as a plea for civil disobedience. Especially 
following the 1981 elections. 


Gerritsma: The IKV has said that it expects that the cruise missiles will 
not be deployed but that if the decision threatens to turn out differently, 
it would show how much resistance there is in Dutch society against such a 
decision. And I find this somewhat different from what you said. You cannot 
_ put that in the mouth of the IKV. 
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Voorhoeve: When an IKV spokesman literally says that, then you certainly can 
put it in its mouth. You don't need to put it in there, you take it out. 
Perhaps he made a slip of the tongue there, but it has created a great deal 
of alarm in ICTO circles. 


Hogebrink: I think that the gigantic frustration of 1979 has led to such 
pronouncements. At that time, a shameful parliamentary debate took place, 
where in fact a majority opposed the NATO decision but did not manage to be 
effective. Purely for reasons of domestic politics, which had nothing to do 
with the problem at hand. In the IKV council we have always said that civil 
disobedience should never be an expression of frustration, but the reflection 
of what is alive on a broad social level. As such, it should be part of a 
strategy which once again turns to parliament. I am not excluding the possi- 
bility of actions of civil disobedience taking place, irrespective of whether 
the IKV would call for them or not. You will get that if a positive decision 
is made on the stationing of cruise missiles even though the majority of the 
population is opposed to it. 


Question: Does the IKV still hold to the game rules of democracy then? 


Hogebrink: Without my wanting to identify with people such as Martin Luther 
King and Ghandi, this was the big reproach which was always made against then. 
But history teaches that off and on you need extra-parliamentary action and 
violations of the law to make sure that democracy functions. And you don't 
hear anyone say now: it would have been better if Martin Luther King had not 
done that. 


Voorhoeve: I would be the last to say that. But King based himself on ele- 
mentary human rights, which are guaranteed in the United States Constitution. 
That is not wnat is at stake here and therefore the comparison does not apply. 
What is at stake here is the security policy of a democratic state within an 
alliance. 


Velema: Given the IKV electoral advice and the results of the elections, I 
wonder how Mr Hogebrink can say that the majority is opposed to deployment. 


Hogebrink: I object to the words "electoral advice." We are partly respon- 

sible for that because it was printed at the top of the press release, but we 
had agreed ‘that we would not call it electoral advice. Because certain par- 

ties needed to blur their positions due to internal dissension and so forth, 

we felt the need to provide clarity on these positions. And that is what we 

did in that pamphlet. 


Velema: But then you must also accept the results of the elections. 


Hogebrink: The results of elections are not the results of a referendum on 
nuclear armament. Very different things also play a role in elections. 


Velema: If the elections had turned out differently, the IKV would of course 
have interpreted them as a choice in favor of its position. Sometimes yes, 
sometimes no. I find that a little hard to accept. 
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Hogebrink: We have never argued any differently from what I am saying now. 
Velema: It would be interesting if this were included in the talks.

[ Text | As was noted last week in this column, since 1979 

a counterpart to the Interchurch Peace Council, called the 
Interchurch Committee for Mutual Disarmament, has manifested 
itself within the churches. During the first half of this 
interview, ICTO demanded a church status equivalent to that 
of the IKV, which the IKV considered to be contrary to church 
policy concerning nuclear weapons. In this second and last 
instalment, the IKV and ICTO debate their basic political- 
military assumptions. The participants are Mr L. Hogebrink 
for the IKV, while Professor J. Voorhoeve and Professor W. 
H. Velema represent ICTO. The moderator was ELSEVIER editor 
Rex Brico. 


Question: It seems to me that the most important topical fact in the current 
political-military situation is the ongoing negotiations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union in Geneva. My question to both ICTO and the IKV 
is: what do you expect from these negotiations? 


Voorhoeve: They will only produce results when the Soviet Union acquires an 
interest in serious negotiations. At the moment it has no such interest: 

in Gromyko's words, the only thing the West has placed opposite the 324 SS- 
missiles are the paper missiles of the modernization decision. Only when the 
Soviet Union gets the impression that NATO is serious about its modernization 
of nuclear weapons will any progress be made in Geneva. 


Hogebrink: I actually don't expect anything at all from them. There are 
proposals on the table which are absolutely unacceptable to the other party. 
And that is true for both superpowers. Through its offer of negotiations, 
the United States is trying to induce the Soviet Union into very drastic uni- 
lateral reductions, which would make the West superior in Europe. The Soviet 
Union is trying with its proposals to drive the Americans out of Europe. 


Voorhoeve: There are parallels between these negotiations and earlier arms 
talks, which show that it is possible to get together. For example, the 
talks leading to the SALT I agreements. The Soviet Union was working on a 
large program to introduce the ABM [ Antiballistic Missile | systems. The 
United States became worried, suggested that negotiations be opened on the 
subject, but met with a flat refusal. It was only when the Nixon administra- 
tion proposed to start its own program that the Soviet Union became willing 
to talk. And this led to one of the greatest successes in arms control talks. 


Hogebrink: You can prove anything with historical examples; you can always 
find something to suit your own convenience. Nixon's decision to develop 
the antimissile systems on a somewhat grander scale than his predecessor had 
intended may perhaps have had some influence on the 1972 agreement, but what 
really made it possible, I think, was the fact that during the negotiations 
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both parties became convinced that those systems didn't work and would thus 
be a waste of money. I also have such an example. Nixon's unilateral deci- 
sion to eliminate biological weapons; that led to a treaty, but those wea- 
pons were also useless. 


Voorhoeve: The ABM treaty was not concluded because the systems didn't work, 
but because both powers managed to make it clear to the other that they would 
affect the existing balance of deterrence and would have a destabilizing ef- 

fect on the world situation. Their agreement was of mutual interest. 


Question: Are the conditions laid down by the Americans in Geneva really 
fair in the sense of being attainable? I am thinking specifically about the 
fact that the so-called forward based systems (American long range nuclear 
arms intended for the defense of Europe), as well as the French and British 
nuclear weapons, cannot be discussed, whereas a few years from now they will 
carry more nuclear warheads than all the SS-20s put together. 


Hogebrink: If the French and British plans go through, their missiles will 
carry even more nuclear warheads than all the SS-20s, SS-4s and SS-5s put to- 
gether. Of course, those conditions are absolutely unattainable. But that 
is also the reason why they were designed. It is not at all a question of 
putting an end to the arms race. It is unacceptable for the Soviet Union to 
have to exchange its whole arsenal of medium range missiles, of which they 
have virtually had a monopoly in Europe since 1963, for something that does 
not yet exist. And this while all those western systems, which so far have 
formed the counterweight to the Russian missile strength, cannot de discussed. 
That was actually already frozen into the NATO negotiation approach of 1979 
(the so-called double decision to modernize and negotiate), but Reagan's 
zero option has made it even worse. I have read in all kinds of ICTO publi- 
cations that the decision to modernize was after all accompanied by a propo- 
sal to negotiate. But the substance of the proposal to negotiate was a good 
deal tougher than the decision to modernize. According to that zero option, 
the Russians will even have to dismantle their missiles aimed at China and 
Japan whereas the French and English missiles, as we noted, cannot be dis- 
cussed. 


Voorhoeve: From the point of view of a mutual arms reduction, the zero op- 
tion is ideal, but in the political world ideals are seldomly attainable. 

If Geneva is to produce results, the West will also have to put water in the 
wine and take the views of the Soviet Union into account. However, there is 
a significant difference, which one must keep an eye on, between, on the one 
hand, the forward based systems and the French and British nuclear weapons 
and, on the other hand, the cruise missiles and the Pershings (with which 
NATO wants to modernize -- editor). As a matter of fact, those French and 
British weapons are second-strike weapons, intended for a retaliatory strike 
when the confrontation has taken a hopeless turn. Cruise missiles and Per- 
shings, on the other hand, are aimed at providing an intermediary phase be- 
tween an early stage of escalation and all out nuclear war. Unlike the French 
and British nuclear arms, which could eliminate large Russian cities, they 
would be able to reach certain airfields and railroad switch points with pre- 
cision and thus hold back a large conventional offensive. Thus, they really 
do have a different place in the strategy and as such they are also ethically 
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less objectionable, because they are not intended for gigantic retaliations 
against population centers. Anyone who says that these forward based systems 
and the French and British nuclear arms are a sufficient counterbalance to 
the Russian nuclear power, in fact threatens all out nuclear war. And 1 find 
this, ethically speaking, a remarkable position to take. 


Hogebrink: I already knew that ICTO is a strong supporter of those new nu- 
clear weapons, but these kinds of arguments surprise me nonetheless. Given 
the way those French and British nuclear weapons will look 10 years from now, 
you can definitely not call them second-strike weapons. The newest Trident, 
for example, has very great precision and hence you can eradicate much more 
with it than big cities. Furthermore, the difference mentioned is based on 
the hypothesis that a deterrence, in which at the various stages a response 
can be made at various levels, really is credible, and a deterrence which 
would only threaten at the very highest level, would be less credible. I 
don't believe any of it. I think that it demonstrates great human arrogance 
to think that in the chaos of a nuclear war those kinds of processes would be 
controllable. Hence, I believe that the Americans were right when they ori- 
ginally, at the end of 1977, did not want to accede to the pressure to pur- 
chase missiles at all. This changed only when all kinds of domestic factors 
in the United States began playing a role and when the pressure from conser- 
vative European circles increased. 


Question: This discussion brings a question to my mind. Is it in general 
possible to disarm on the basis of balance? Is it possible to find an inter- 
national consensus on the power of all those different types of weapons, 
taking into account the differences in deployment, number of nuclear warheads, 
range, options, etcetera? And if not, isn't the concept of deterrence then 
an empty concept? 


Voorhoeve: Balance is not a sufficient condition. The defense apparatuses 
proceed from international tensions and from a lack of mutual trust. And 
yet, balance is in and of itself an important guide. You don't have to wait 
until balance has been achieved at every level before you can start negotia- 
ting. Otherwise we would have to multiply our supplies of chemical weapons 
by eight and our tanks by three in order to achieve a balance with the Soviet 
Union. There is no balance in the area of medium range weapons either... 


Question: But NATO wants to restore this with its Pershings and its cruise 
missiles, doesn't it? 


Voorhoeve: Yes. Negotiations require that there be a balance more or less, 
because in an extremely unbalanced situation you cannot negotiate well. As 
a matter of fact, the history of the last 150 years teaches us that an imba- 
lance in the distribution of power leads to misuse of power. Since the be- 
ginning of the last century it has become very clear that wars most often 
occur in periods of serious shifts toward international imbalance. The cur- 
rent war between Iraq and Iran also has a great deal to do with the fact that 
the military balance between those countries broke down completely. 


Hogebrink: The First World War, the largest slaughter in Europe but one, is 
an example of the opposite. Evidently, wars can originate that way too. I 
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think that balance in and of itself is a chimerical notion. It all depends 
on which factors you want to determine balance with. If you have a balance 
when you can destroy each other completely, then we have had a balance for a 
very long time, even if the figures still differ. What is called balance is 
constantly changing because there is always more unilateral armament. Arma- 
ment is virtually never a response to what the opposite party does; the lat- 
ter does serve as a justification for one's own armament, although the plans 
for it have been in preparation for some 15 years. Hence, they are to a very 
high degree autonomous processes. At the present time, nuclear armament has 
risen so high above the level necessary to force each other mutually to exer- 
cise caution, that there is in fact a great deal of room for steps to set 
new political processes in motion. I think that the weakness of ICTO in this 
respect lies in the fact that it pleads for a continuation of the deterrence 
balance as we have known it for the last 35 years, as if thanks to arms tech- 
nology developments the years ahead of us will not be completely different 
from the years behind us. To always see negotiations as the remedy for the 
disease, denies the fact that negotiations have virtually always led to more 
armament. 


Question: But what is the alternative to negotiations then? 


Hogebrink: I am not saying that there should not be any negotiations, but 
that political processes should be set in motion, whereby the countries of 
Europe exchange their role of serfdom to the superpowers for a more indepen- 
dent policy. They now have a historic opportunity to do this. Such a geo- 
graphic approach of damming up is also needed because, historically speaking, 
that whole division of Europe in two parts is the major force behind that 
crazy armaments syndrome. 


Voorhoeve: Of the two world wars we have experienced in this century, the 
first one arose from distrust, bad negotiations, bad diplomacy, and bad com- 
munications in a balance of power situation, the second from unilateral dis- 
armament by a number of democracies in spite of the threat of a highly mili- 
tarized totalitarian state. What we must avoid now is either of those mis- 
takes, both of which could lead to a third world war. To this effect we need 
a continuous process of top level consultations, during which the powers 
continuously remind each other of the rules of detente, which were put on 
paper during the Nixon-Kissinger period. Those rules have been seriously 
violated, because one of the major rules is that you don't massively overrun 
your neighbor's country as occurred in Afghanistan in 1979. 


Question: But what does Mr Voorhoeve think of the IKV strategy to dam up 
the roles of the superpowers in Europe, as pleaded for by Mr Hogebrink. 


Voorhoeve: The interests of Western Europe are freedom and democracy in 
Western Europe itself and, in the longer term, greater freedom for the 140 
million East Europeans who have been living under the tyranny of the Soviet 
Union for a generation. To this effect, the West Europeans must conduct a 
real detente policy and also try to achieve a mutual arms reduction, because 
a lower level of armament is obviously in Europe's interest. But the deter- 
rence balance must in essence be maintained, so that each power will know that 
it would be faced with unacceptable consequences for itself if it were to 
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resort to violence. It is in fact a restraining balance. The IKV in essence 
focuses on unilateral steps, which are to serve as signals and be followed 
by unilateral reduction in the Eastern bloc. This theory is, first of all, 
very much open to question based on the study of international relations and, 
secondly, not new. This theory was also adopted in the twenties and thirties 
and later led to disaster. JI believe that it is a misconception to think 
that peace in Europe can be secured this way. 


Velema: Mr Hogebrink says that now there is a sufficient oversupply of arms 
to set new processes in motion. But those processes are specifically designed 
to reduce that oversupply of arms. Hence, you are then eliminating the basis 
from which you are arguing. 


Hogebrink: That argument would be right if we said: everything must be re- 
moved by NATO in one stroke. Or the way ICTO publications represent us: the 
Netherlands will do it first, next Rumania, then Belgium and Poland in a man- 
ner of speaking -- but this is not the way international processes take place, 
that is absolute nonsense. We don't believe in such automatic processes. We 
do believe in them, for example, if countries in Northern Europe were to de- 
cide independently to develop a nuclear free zone there. Such a step would 
mean very little in terms of balance, because the submarines would continue 
to cruise anyhow. But it would be a political disengagement, as a result of 
which the significance of the guarantee of the superpowers would be reduced. 


Question: But whether such an action would also have consequences for the 
situation in Eastern Europe? 


Hogebrink: One of the unfortunate consequences of thinking in terms of the 
status quo, which ICTO also adheres to, is that we cannot have any effect on 
human rights in Eastern Europe. All kinds of groups there, which at first 
looked upon the peace movement with suspicion because they know the Russian 
knout so well, will now realize that for all those years they have been back- 
ing the wrong horse. Because the continued arming of Europe does not yield 
anything for them. As a matter of fact, a continuation of the policies of 
the seventies permanently sacrifices human rights in Eastern Europe to balan- 
ce and peace. 


Velema: I really find that a remarkable presentation of facts now that you 
yourself have seen that your own representatives there cannot speak freely. 
Then you can say calmly that the struggle for free speech does not produce 
any effect in a certain manner, but the reason why those nuclear weapons are 
necessary is the same reason I don't expect anything from any movement to 
fight for freedom in those East European countries. Poland is the best exan- 
ple of this. 


Hogebrink: The fact that off and on we have some trouble being heard in East- 
ern Europe actually only confirms that the authorities there are becoming 
somewhat nervous about those processes which you are writing off beforehand. 
You did say that you have no confidence at all in whatever may come out of 
that population, but what should we have confidence in then besides in our 
Lord? 
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Velema: I am not saying that I have no confidence in the processes or in 
the people, but in the rulers. 


Hogebrink: But that means that you will have to start taking aim at those 
processes among the population itself. And that is, of course, much more 
difficult there than it is here. And thus, you rejoice as soon as something 
small happens. But for those who favor a static, status-quo-like detente 
policy, this is nothing to rejoice about. For them, developments such as 
those in Poland are destabilizing. 


Velema: Therefore I regret all the more what has happened. 


Hogebrink: Naturally. Because,as soon as you touch the question of power, 
you get this kind of repercussion. The real question, of course, -- and we 
don't have the answer to it either -- is whether certain changes in West-West 
relations (between the United States and its allies) could change something 
in East-East relations (between the Soviet Union and its satellites). 


Voorhoeve: I agree with the IKV in this, up to a certain point, and I wish 
the IKV all possible success in its contacts with East European grassroots 
movements, but it makes me tremble. Because, whenever in the past only a 
slight humanization of communism was pursued, there were immediately casual- 
ties. I only have to remind you of Berlin in 1953, Budapest in 1956, Poland 
in 1956, Czechoslovakia in 1968, and Poland in 1981-82. The human rights 
situation in Eastern Europe is one of the most important problems in the East- 
West relationship. We all think that changes should take place in this. We, 
on our side, do not think, however, that this would happen if the security 
organization of the western democracies were substantially to lose its power 
or were to fall apart politically. This assumption is based on a kind of 
mirror image of the two blocs: two groups of countries are facing one an- 
other; they react nervously to each other; they have an enemy image; those 
processes strengthen each other; as a result they arm themselves; and in 
order to break that spiral toward ever crazier armament you have to begin 
with changing this bloc thinking. That is an essential assumption in IKV 
thought... 


Hogebrink: ... yes, but without that mirror image... 


Voorhoeve: This assumption is in essence a misconception of what is involved. 
Because the Soviet Union has overrun a large number of countries before as 
well as after the Second World War. And after that war, an extraordinarily 
unbalanced power situation occurred because the English and the Americans de- 
mobilized, but the Red Army did not. It subjected the East Europeans and 
terrorized them. All of this led to the association of the Western democra~ 
cies. The hope offered by the IKV, that a weakening of the Western union 
could have a positive effect on the situation in Eastern Europe, is an illu- 
sion. 


Hogebrink: What you call a weakening, I would call an increase in pluralisn, 
emancipation, independence. 
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Voorhoeve: We are all independent. Any member of NATO can decide at any 
moment to leave the alliance. Not a single East European country has this 
freedom with regard to the Warsaw Pact. 


Hogebrink: Formally you are of course right. But in terms of substance it 
is not like that at all. You can see for yourself what a tremendous pressure 
is being brought to bear on the Netherlands to adjust to the NATO decision, 
including economic pressure. Would that we could finally make more creative 
use of the formal right we have. We are not in favor of neutralism, but we 
do feel that our security interests in Europe are different from those of the 
United States. And hence, that this should be put in political form in a dif- 
ferent manner. 


Voorhoeve: I agree with your rejection of neutralisn. 


Hogebrink: And I don't see increasing pluralism as a weakening, which would 
be automatically responded to as it were by a weakening of the East; it 
doesn't work that way. I do believe that an increasing pluralism is develop- 
ing within the Eastern bloc, specifically in the economic area. Hungary is 
totally different now from Czechoslovakia. You know more about that, I be- 
lieve, than I do. 


Voorhoeve: That is one of the bright spots in Eastern Europe. 


Hogebrink: Now don't go calling this only bright spots, but a certain degree 
of pluralism. And my position is that, to the extent that such pluralist 
processes are being developed in Europe, they will mutually strengthen each 
other. 


Voorhoeve: That it may be possible that a liberalization primarily in the 
economic area, which would not affect the Soviet Union in its Marxist-Leninist 
substance and thus would not threaten it in this area -- that this may be a 
path, that I agree with you. That the West should encourage this, that I 
also agree with, but not in this way. Furthermore, I don't believe that the 
West can contribute a great deal to this, because in essence what is at stake 
are the feelings of national independence and the desire for a humanization 
of communism on the part of those peoples themselves. One of the best contri- 
butions we in the West can make is to ensure the development of a climate of 
real detente through stability in the power relationships. Thus, to return 
to a period in which these advances toward pluralism in Eastern Europe are 
given more room. 


Hogebrink: And you feel that a new generation of missiles, which for the 
first time could hit the Soviet Union very accurately from West European ter- 
ritory, would further this process? 


Voorhoeve: As it is now, NATO could, for example, flatten Warsaw from West 
European territory, but it cannot threaten military targets in the Soviet 
Union with any kind of precision. One of the main positive aspects of the 
western modernization is that, if it is carried out, a direct connection is 
being made between the security of Western Europe and the activities of the 
main responsible party in the Eastern bloc, the Soviet Union. As a matter 
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of fact, through this modernization it will' become possible to clean up the 
military attic of NATO and to get rid of obsolete short range weapons, which 
no longer have an important political function in the balance of deterrence. 


Hogebrink: But that is precisely my point. These new weapons which will be 
deployed, have a very important political function: they represent a change 
in the strategic position of Europe. We would become the launching pad for 
American strategic weapons. And this means that the detente, which you plead 
for, cannot be pursued. 


Voorhoeve: Tension flourishes best in a situation of balance.

With its much-hated constitution, the Turkish junta is trying to give the last blow 
to the workers and their trade-union movement. 


- Answering a related question, Cemal Kirar stressed that the Turkish people's opposi- 
tion to the anti-democratic constitution has been greater than ever expected. 


International solidarity continually increases, while the contribution of the 
Greek people's movement for support to the Turkish people is substantial.

Giannousis who stated: “As mayor 
of the city of Salonica, and expressing the will of its people, I again declare 
that I am wholeheartedly on the side of the Turkish democrats who are struggling 
against the junta.

WOERNER STRESSES COMMITMENT TO NATO 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 21 Oct 82 p 2 


[Text] Hagen, 20 Oct--Before the military heads of the Bundeswehr, Minister of Defense 
Woerner defined his "first job" as solidifying the NATO alliance and bringing to an 
end differences that have occurred, particularly with the United States. He would 
resolutely push German interests, he said to participants in the 26th Bundeswehr 
commanders conference in Hagen on Wednesday. This required an atmosphere of trust. 

It would hardly be possible for him to meet all the expectations of the United States, 
but, the Minister of Defense said, he would "take a step towards the United States" 
where there were justified demands. 


As well as cooperation within NATO, military cooperation with France is to be assign- 
ed new importance in the future. Woerner announced that Bonn and Paris had decided on 
closer cooperation. This would have nothing to do with forming an axis, "much less 

a nuclear axis," the minister assured everyone. 


In view of the difficult financial situation, the Minster of Defense is expected to 
Slow down the acquisition of new weapons systems; perhaps even to undertake some 
reductions. By the end of 1981, only 43 percent, less than one-half, of the new 
generation of weapons which--using 1980 prices--cost DM 65 billion, had been paid 
for. The Bundeswehr was therefore faced with a "financial mountain." Woerner said 
that in view of the priority given to restoring the state's financial health, arma- 
ments planning would be scrutinized. Without committing himself to details, he did 
not exclude cutbacks in the acquisition of major equipment. 


On the subject of peace discussions and debates on strategy, he announced that he 
planned to participate intensively. He stressed a few points in Hagen. He called 
service in the Bundeswehr a “service of peace and honor." No one wearing a uniform 
need be ashamed on that account nor hide, not even in the barracks. It was a matter 
of strengthening the will to defend freedom. The politicians would have to accom- 
plish this, not the Bundeswehr. He appealed to the Land presidents and Ministers 

of Culture to take “a new approach" and ensure that an insight into the necessity 
for national defense is propagated in the schools. 


Woerner is confident about the possibility of preventing both nuclear and convention- 


al war in the future through the will to defense and adequate armaments for deterr- 
ence. The chance for disarmament existed, if the West did not allow itself "to be 
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split divisely." He was therefore adhering unshakably to the NATO dual resolution. 
He did not see any other possibility for the foreseeable future than the alliance's 
strategy of "flexible response." The supreme commander of NATO in Europe (SACEUR), 
General Rogers of the United States, was assured expressly by Woerner of the confi- 
dence of the Federal government. 


Woerner went into the situation in the Bundeswehr ar? its difficulties in detail. He 
Stated that in the future training and motivation wi the soldiers would take prece- 
dence over all other questions. He particulary stressed the necessity of sparing 

the conscripts the impression of "killing time." He had therefore established three 
major goals to improve the situtation in the Bundeswehr: Improving training and 
leadership capability; acquiring more longer-service volunteers and finally the 

fight against time killing through meaningfully organized service for conscripts.

The Greek Army is stronger today than the Turkish, according to data in 
the 1982-83 Yearbook of the International Institute of Strategic Studies in 
London, the Institute of Peace and war Problems in Stockholm and in Zanes's /sic/ 
of London 1982-83 Yearbook on Warplanes,. 


All these yearbooks are published annually at about this time and even though they 
are available in the open market only an expert can analyze their data and present 
them to the public-~an expert who, for proper comparisons, should have at his 
disposal the yearbooks of at least the past 10 years. Since, moreover, these 
yearbooks cite from year to year large and unexpected changes, the researcher must 
meet the above two conditions--be an expert military affairs/ and have at his 
disposal at least the yearbooks of the past years--in order to be able to 
verify whether such changes were erroneously reported or are indeed real. By the 
term "expert" we mean a person who is a graduate of a military school and continu- 
ally follows the developments in the military sector. Otherwise he will be 
amateurish and self-improvising in his work. 


Greece-Turkey 


What is the result of studying the data in all these yearbooks as concerns the 
military status of Greece and Turkey and how do they compare in military strength? 
Here is a comparison:

We know 
that Turkey's population today is 4.8 percent greater than that of Greece.

billion dollars. The figures are, of course, those for the GNP for the two 
countries.

Greece has armed 163,000 men (125,000 conscripts) or 13,000 more than in 1961. 
turkey has 470,000 (420,000 conscripts) or the same number as in 1961.

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Army Reserves: Greece: 350,000 of whom 100,000 are national guards. Turkey: 
700,000. 


Aruy Assault Units (armored and mechanised): Greece: 6 armored and 3 mechanized 
divisions. (ach armored division has 3 brigades.) A total of 9 brigades. Turkey: 
10 armored and 6 mechanized brigades: total 16 brigades. 


Compared to 1981: Greece: no change. Turkey: reduced its armored brigades by 
3 (brigades).

Naval Strength 


The Greek Navy has 19,500 men (12,000 conscripts), the same as 1981. It has 10 
submarines, 8 of which are of the most modern German model 209 and 2 of an old 
American model; 16 American old-type destroyers, 9 frigates (2 are of sophisticated 
Dutch construction) and escort destroyers; 1) missile boats with "Exoset" and 
"Penguin" missiles; 11 torpedo boats; 9 patrol boats; 13 mine-sweepers and 2 mine- 
layers; 13 landing ships and 71 landing craft; 18 helicopters. Compared to 1981: 
an increase in the number of frigates by 2 most modern ones. 


The Turkish Navy has 17 submarines (5 German 209, the rest old American type); 
15 old American type destroyers; 2 frigates; 15 missile boats with "Harpan" and 
"Penguin" missiles; 8 torpedo boats; 57 patrol boats; 35 mine-sweepers and craft; 
75 landing ships and craft; 18 airplanes; 19 helicopters. 


Compared to 1981 the Turkish Navy shows an increase by 3 submarines, 1 destr > 
2 missile-firing boats, 10 helicopters and a decrease by 2 landing ships and 
airplanes. 

Air Force 


Greece has 21;,000 active air force men (15,000 conscripts), the same as in 1981. 
Turkey has 53,000 men (33 conscripts), the same as in 1981. 


Greece has 367 first line airplanes or )2 legs than in 1981. The figure does not 
appear to be correct and all the moreso since in 1981 the Greek Air Force showed, 
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according to the International Institute, an increase of 135 airplanes. No 
confirmation can be given by the Greek side which maintains caution. In any case, 
the Greek Air Force maintains about 380 first line airplanes. 


turkey has 02 first line warplanes. This figure, too, prompts reservations since 
it reflects an increase by 77 compared to 1981. In any case, their number 
fluctuates between 350 and 370 first line aircraft. 


Let us now proceed with our general observations. The comparison of the forces in 
the three arms--army, navy, air force--in 1982 develops as follows: 


We can say thatin the navy Greece has gained sound superiority despite the fact 
that destroyers and the two American submarines are very old--around 30 years of 
age--even though they have been renovated. In the air force also, despite the 
reservations on both sides, Greece has some superiority because it has newer 
airplanes such as the Mirage F-l,. 


In the army, the superiority of the Turks in tanks and assuult groups is greater, 
but the Greek materiel is comparatively more modern (AMX~30 tanks, etc.) thus 
reducing the massive Turkish superiority on land. 


We shall not confuse the reader with vague theories but we can tell him in plain 
words that wars are not won by one of the three arms no matter how strong it may 
be, but by the coordinated use of all three. This, in military terminology, 

is the combination of arms. 


In general, we can say that by comparison the Greek defense is in better condition 
than ever. However, there always exist some negative points deriving from the 
unfavorable strategic-geographic formation of Greece, 


According to the military geographic terminology each country has its critical 
aréa--the zone, that is, where the population, commmications and businesses are 
concentrated. If this reas is under the control of the enemy then the war ends 
in the country's defeat. 


Greece's critical area is the Aegean coastal zone. Turkey's is included in the 
Izmir-Ankara-Trabzon-Istanbul quadrilateral. It is not difficult for one to 
understand that the Greek critical area is more vulnerable than that of Turkey. 


We have in our critical area about 2 important targets we must protect. Turkey 
has fewer and farther located ones. Since we do not know which ones the enemy 
will attack, it is necessary for us to have all areas protected which means wider 
deployment of our forces thus getting weakened everywhere. 


In any event, we have achieved great progress in meeting our defense needs. We cite 
two characteristic tables:

This relative balance was achieved with tremendous sacrifice as the following 
figures indicates 


--For every Turkish warplane there correspond 116,900 Turks while for every Greek 
warplane the ratio is 26,080 Greeks. 


--For every Turkish tank there correspond 13,050 Turks and for every Greek tank 
5,700 Greeks. 


All this means that we achieved this balance by paying a heavy price for our 
security. National existence, however, means continuous effort and sacrifice. And 
we shall continue /this sacrifice/ until Turkey observes all internal and external 
conditions which will allow a historic compromise of the two states.
